HOUSE  RESOLUTION 

House  Resolution  No.  2.  Introduced  by  Mr.  Peasley  of 
Cheshire,  a  resolution  concerning  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Peasley  of  Cheshire,  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 

The  resolution  was  as  follows: 
Resolved  by  this  House: 

That  a  conmiittee  of  two  Representatives  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  wait  upon  the  Senate  and  inform  that  body  that 
the  House  is  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  Joint  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Peasley  of 
Cheshire  and  Geary  of  Waterford. 
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The  committee  subsequently  appeared  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  and  reported  that  they  had  discharged  the  duties  as- 
signed to  them  and  that  the  Senate  would  meet  the  House  in 
Joint  Convention  forthwith. 

JOINT  CONVENTIOI^' 

TJie  Honorable  Senate,  preceded  by  the  President,  the  Hon- 
orable Clifford  B.  Wilson,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  en- 
tered the  Hall  of  the  House  and  met  the  House  in  Joint  Con- 
vention. 

Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District  offered  a  resolution 
raising  a  committee  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives  to 
inform  the  Governor  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives were  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  com- 
munication he  might  choose  to  make.  The  resolution  was 
adopted.  Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District  and  Messrs. 
Peasley  of  Cheshire  and  Geary  of  Waterford  were  appointed 
as  .such  committee.  The  committee  soon  reported  that  they 
had  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  them  and  had  been  in- 
formed that  His  Excellency  the  Governor  would  soon  come 
into  the  convention.  Immediately  thereafter  His  Excellency 
entered  the  Hall  of  the  House  and  met  the  House  and  Senate 
in  convention,  and  delivered  the  following  message: 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker,  and  Members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly : 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  today  many  thousands  of  our 
electors  who  are  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  are  absent  from  this  state  on  the  battle  front  in  France 
or  in  cantonments  in  other  states  being  trained  to  take  their 
places  at  the  front. 

They  are  Connecticut's  fighting  forces.  There  are  approxi- 
mately thirty  thousand  of  them  now,  and  this  number  will  be 
largely  increased  prior  to  the  election  next  November,  and 
they  may  be  absent  at  the  next  and  possibly  succeeding  Novem- 
ber elections.  It  is  certain  they  will  not  return  until  the  task 
before  them  is  completed. 
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I  know  that  the  sentimeQt  of  this  General  Assembly  is  tinani- 
mous  in  favor  of  giving  these  absent  soldier  and  sailor  electors 
the  opportunity  to  vote,  and  it  is  for  this  purpose  I  have  called 
you  together  pursuant  to  the  provision  in  our  constitution  em- 
powering the  Governor  to  convene  the  General  Assembly  in 
special  session  in  case  of  special  emergency. 

As  you  have  convened  for  this  special  purpose  it  is  obvious 
that  no  other  legislation  should  be  oonaidered  or  could  be  legally 
enacted  at  this  special  session. 

Upon  the  dissolution- of  the  Convention,  the  Speaker  reaimied 
the  Chair  and  made  the  following  report,  which  was  read  by 
the  Clerk : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint 
Convention. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  House,  the  Senate  met  the  House 
in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  communication 
which  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  might  be  pleased  to  make. 

His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  presided  over  the  con- 
vention. The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
were  secretaries  of  the  convention.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Warren  F.  Cook  of  New  Britain,  Chaplain  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District  offered  a  resolution  rais- 
ing a  committee  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives  to  in- 
form the  Governor  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives were  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  com- 
munication he  might  choose  to  make.  The  resolution  was 
passed,  and  Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District,  and  Messrs. 
Peasley  of  Cheshire  and  Geary  of  Waterford  were  appointed 
as  such  committee. 

The  committee  soon  reported  that  they  had  performed  the 
duties  assigned  to  them  and  had  been  infoi-med  that  the  Gov- 
ernor would  soon  come  into  the  convention. 

Immediately  thereafter,  His  Excellency  entered  the  Hall  of 
the  House  and  met  the  two  houses  in  convention. 

His  Excellency  then  proceeded  to  read  his  message  to  the

convention.  The  reading  of  the  message  being  concluded,  His 
Excllency  retired  from  the  Hall  of  the  House,  His  Excellency 
leaving  a  copy  of  his  message  for  the  use  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

Upon  motion  of  Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District,  it  was 
voted  that  the  convention  be  dissolved.  The  President  there- 
upon dissolved  the  convention  and  the  Senate  withdrew.

BUSINESS  FKOM  THE  SENATE 

EEPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 

Senate  Bill  No.  1.  (See  House  Journal,  March  19th.)  The 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary  on  a  bill  entitled 
"An  Act  concerning  the  Voting  by  Electors  Absent  from  the 
State  in  the  Military  and  Naval  Service  of  the  United  States," 
recommending  the  rejection  of  the  bill  and  the  passage  of  a 
substitute  therefor,  was  received  from  the  Senate,  the  substitute 
bill  having  been  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  and 
the  report  of  the  committee  accepted  and  ordered  transmitted. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  the  bill  was  read  the  third 
time  and  explained  by  Mr.  Peasley  of  Cheshire  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

The  bill  was  then  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules  and 
the  report  of  the  committee  accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  bill  was  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Section  1.  At  each  general  election  held  on  the  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  when  this  act  is  in  effect, 
every  qualified  elector  of  this  state  who  is  in  the  service  of  the 
military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  and,  in  conse- 
quence thereof,  is  absent  from  this  state  on  the  day  of  such  elec- 
tion, shall  have  the  right  to  give,  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided, his  ballot  for  candidates  for  offices  voted  for  at  such 
election,  and  to  have  said  ballot  counted  for  all*  candidates  for 
such  offices  for  whom  he  shall  vote,  as  he  would  have  if  present 
at  the  time  of  voting  in  said  election  in  the  town  of  which  he 
is  a  registered  and  qualified  elector. 
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Sec.  2.  The  town  clerk  of  each  town  in  this  state  shall, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  prepare  a  record 
in  alphabetical  order  of  the  names  of  all  persons  residing  in 
such  town  who  are  in  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces 
of  the  United  States,  and  thereafter  shall  add  to  such  record 
the  names  of  all  such  persons  who  shall  thereafter  enter  such 
service.  Said  record  shall  state  the  organization  in  which  each 
of  said  persons  belonged  when  entering  said  service,  and  if  he 
was  a  registered  elector  of  such  town  at  the  time  of  entering 
such  service  said  record  shall  so  state,  together  with  the  street 
and  number,  if  any,  of  his  place  of  residence.  When  such 
town  clerk  shall  ascertain  that  said  service  of  any  such  elector 
shall  have  terminated,  the  fact  of  such  termination  shall  also 
be  entered  upon  said  record.  Each  town  clerk  shall,  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  forty  days  prior  to  each  such  election, 
send  or  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  list,  certified 
from  said  record,  of  the  names  of  all  registered  electors  of  the 
town  recorded  as  being  then  in  the  service  in  the  military  or 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  together  with  all  the  facts 
relating  to  each  hereinbefore  required  to  be  recorded,  and 
whenever  required  by  the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  revise  and 
correct  said  list.  Any  town  clerk  who  shall  wilfully  fail  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  section  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  Said  town  clerk 
shall  be  paid  by  the  town  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
name  so  registered. 

Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  prior 
to  each  such  November  election,  the  secretary  of  the  state  shall 
prepare  a  register  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  names,  by 
towns,  in  alphabetical  order,  of  the  registered  electors  of  the 
state  who,  as  appears  from  said  lists  filed  by  town  clerks,  are 
absent  from  the  state  in  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces 
of  the  United  States.  Such  register  shall  contain,  so  far  as 
the  secretary  of  the  state  can  ascertain,  the  name  of  each  such 
elector,  the  town,  the  ward  or  voting  district,  if  any,  in  which 
he  is  registered,  the  street  and  number,  if  any,  and  the  name, 
number  or  other  designation  of  the  regiment,  vessel,  unit  or 
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command  to  which  he  is  then  attached  or  assigned ;  also,  unless 
there  he  military  reasons  for  omitting  such  information,  the 
location  of  such  command.  The  secretary  of  the  state  may 
thereafter  correct  and  revise  such  register,  from  time  to  time, 
until  the  ballots  and  envelopes  are  prepared  to  be  transmitted 
or  delivered  by  him  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  secretary  of 
the  state  shall  obtain  from  the  appropriate  military  and  naval 
authorities,  or  from  the  most  available  source,  such  informa- 
tion as  is  necessary  to  make,  complete,  and  correct  said  register, 
and  every  public  officer  and  every  citizen  of  this  state  shall  fur- 
nish to  said  secretary,  upon  request,  such  information  as  he 
may  possess  relating  to  any  such  absent  elector.  Any  such 
officer  or  citizen  who  shall  refuse  to  give  such  information  or 
who  shall  wilfully  furnish  false  information  concerning  any 
such  elector  may  be  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  three  years, 
or  be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both.  Said 
register  shall  be  a  public  record  and  shall  at  all  reasonable  times 
be  open  for  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  All  parties  or  organizations  of  electors  nominating 
candidates  for  any  offices  except  state  senator,  judge  of  pro- 
bate, representatives  and  justices  of  the  peace,  who  are  to  be 
voted  for  at  any  election  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  act 
apply  shall  make  such  nominations  at  least  one  hundred  and 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  said  election,  and  the  proper 
officer  of  such  convention  shall  report  said  nominations  to  the 
secretary  of  the  state,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  chap- 
ter 250  public  acts  of  1909  as  amended,  within  five  days  after 
the  holding  of  such  convention  and  making  of  such  nomina- 
tions. 

Sec.  5.  Not  less  than  one  hundred  days  before  such  election 
the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed 
a  sufficient  number  of  ballots  for  the  use  of  said  absent  electors 
in  voting  as  herein  provided.  The  size,  type  and  paper  used 
for  said  ballots  shall  substantially  conform  to  that  prescribed 
for  official  ballots  by  sections  one  and  two  of  chapter  250  public 
acts  of  1909  and  amendments  thereof,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided,  but  the  stub  therein  provided  for  shall  not  be 
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attached  to  said  ballots.  Said  ballots  shall  have  printed  there- 
on the  titles  of  all  offices,  except  justices  of  the  peace,  to  be 
voted  for  at  such  election  and  under  said  titles  shall  be  printed 
the  names  of  such  candidates  for  such  offices  except  state  sena- 
tor, judge  of  probate,  representatives  and  justices  of  the  peace 
as  have  been  duly  nominated  by  any  political  party  and  such 
nominations  reported  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  as  provided 
in  section  four  hereof.  The  names  of  all  candidates  nominated 
by  each  political  party  for  representative  in  congress  and  sher- 
iff shall  be  printed  in  the  party  column  on  each  ballot,  with  a 
designation  of  the  district  for  which  each  such  candidate  for 
representative  in  congress  is  nominated  and  of  the  county  for 
which  each  such  candidate  for  sheriff  is  nominated.  Unless 
the  elector  shall  otherwise  designate,  a  ballot  marked  for  a 
straight  ticket  shall  be  counted  for  the  candidate  for  representa- 
tive in  congress  for  the  district,  and  the  candidate  for  sheriff 
for  the  county,  respectively,  in  which  said  elector  is  entitled  to 
vote.  The  names  of  candidates  for  other  offices  shall  not  be 
printed  under  the  titles  of  said  offices,  but  the  space  thereon 
for  the  names  of  said  candidates  shall  be  left  blank,  and  the 
elector  may  write  in  said  blank  space  the  name  of  any  candi- 
date for  such  office  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote. 

Sec.  6.  On  the  back  of  said  ballot  shall  be  printed  the 
words  "  Connecticut  Soldier  Vote,"  and  above  said  words  shall 
be  printed  the  following  instructions :  "  To  vote  a  straight 
ticket,  make  a  cross-mark  "  X  "  within  the  circle  above  one 
of  the  party  columns.  If  the  column  so  marked  in  the  circle 
for  a  straight  ticket  does  not  contain  the  names  of  candidates 
for  all  offices  for  which  you  are  entitled  to  vote  or  the  number 
of  names  of  candidates  for  any  office  equal  to  the  number  for 
whom  you  are  entitled  to  vote,  you  may  write  in  the  blank 
space  in  said  colunm  under  the  title  of  such  office  the  name  of 
any  person  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote  for  such  office.  You 
may  vote  a  split  ticket,  that  is,  may  vote  for  any  candidate 
whose  name  appears  in  one  party  column  and  for  any  candi- 
date whose  name  appears  in  any  other  party  column,  by  plac- 
ing a  cross-mark  "  X  "  in  the  voting  space  at  the  left  of  the 
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name  of  each  candidate  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote,  or  hy  plac- 
ing a  cross-mark  "  X  "  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of  any  party 
column  and  a  cross-mark  "  X  "  in  the  voting  space  at  the  left 
of  the  name  of  any  candidate  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote  in 
any  other  column;  and  you  may  also  write,  in  the  space  in 
the  *  blank  column '  designated  for  the  office  the  name  of  any 
person  not  printed  on  a  ballot  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote 
for  such  office.  If  you  wish  to  vote  a  split  ticket  for  repre- 
sentative in  the  general  assembly,  place  a  cross-mark  "  X " 
before  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote. 
Any  other  mark  than  the  cross-mark  "  X  "  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  wiU  render  this  ballot  void.  If  you  tear,  deface 
or  wrongly  mark  this  ballot  return  it  and  obtain  another ;  then 
fold  the  ballot  so  that  its  face  will  be  concealed,  then  place  the 
ballot  in  the  envelope  and  seal  the  envelope."  The  secretary 
of  state  may  make  such  changes  in  the  form  of  said  ballots 
and  in  the  instructions  printed  on  the  back  thereof  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  and  enforce  any  rule  or  order, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  any  of  said  provisions. 

Sec.  7.  The  secretary  of  the  state  shall  also  provide  a 
sufficient  number  of  envelopes  of  suitable  size  to  contain  each 
of  said  ballots  when  folded,  which  envelope  shall  have  printed 
upon  one  side  thereof  the  words,  "  Name  of  Voter,"  with 
a  blank  for  the  name  of  the  elector  whose  ballot  is  placed 
therein,  and  the  words,  "  Regiment,"  "  Company,"  "  Troop" 
or  "  Vessel,"  with  a  blank  after  each  word  for  the  name  of  the 
organization  to  which  such  elector  belongs  or  is  attached;  also 
the  words  "  Street  and  Number  "  followed  by  a  blank  for  such 
street  and  number,  if  any,  of  the  residence  of  such  elector,  and 
the  words,  "  Town  of  "  followed  by  a  blank  for  the  name  of 
the  town  in  which  such  elector  claims  the  right  to  vote.  Upon 
the  other  side  of  the  envelope  shall  be  printed  the  following: 
"  I  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  in  the  actual  mili- 
tary (or  naval)  service  of  the  United  States,  and  at  present 
am  attached  or  assigned  to  (Name  of  Command). 
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That  I  am  an  elector  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  and  reside 
in  the  town  of  in  said  state,  and  entitled 

to  vote  therein,     (Voter  signs  here) (Date) 

•*  Subscribed  and  sworn  to  before  the  undersigned  and  I  certify 
that  said  voter  delivered  to  me  the  sealed  envelope  containing 
his  ballot,  and  that  he  was  not  ordered  or  influenced  by  me  to 
vote  for  or  against  any  candidate  named  in  said  ballot."  Sig- 
nature and  rank  of  officer 

Sec.  8.  Not  less  than  ninety-five  days  prior  to  such  elec- 
tion the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  send,  by  mail,  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  each  regiment,  troop,  vessel  or  unit,  to  which 
any  such  absent  elector  appears  by  the  register  hereinbefore 
provided  for  as  is  ascertained  by  said  secretary  to  be  attached 
or  assigned,  such  number  of  said  ballots  as  shall  equal  twice  the 
number  of  such  electors  attached  or  assigned  to  such  command, 
vessel  or  unit,  and  an  equal  number  of  said  envelopes,  together 
with  a  list  of  the  names  of  such  electors  attached  or  assigned  to 
said  command,  vessel  or  unit.  Said  commanding  officer,  by 
himself  or  by  some  other  superior  officer  of  such  elector,  shall, 
not  less  than  forty-five  days  prior  to  such  election,  deliver  one 
of  said  ballots  and  one  of  said  envelopes  to  each  elector  named 
in  said  list  or  to  each  such  person  who  claims  to  be  an  elector 
of  this  state,  who  is  under  his  command,  and  if  requested  may 
instruct  such  elector  how  to  mark  said  ballot  for  the  candidates 
for  whom  he  desires  to  vote.  After  preparing  his  ballot  each 
elector  shall  fold  it  so  that  the  entire  face  thereof  shall  be  con- 
cealed, and  shall  then  place  said  ballot  in  said  envelope  and, 
before  said  officer,  shall  fill  out,  take,  and  subscribe  his  name 
to  the  oath  printed  on  said  envelope,  seal  said  envelope  and 
deliver  it  to  said  officer,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  admin- 
ister said  oath,  and  said  officer  shall  sign  his  name  to  the  attesta- 
tion printed  under  the  form  of  oath  upon  said  envelope  and 
shall  deliver  said  envelope  to  the  commanding  officer  of  said 
regiment,  troop,  vessel  or  unit,  which  commanding  officer 
shall,  not  less  than  forty  days  before  such  election,  mail,  di- 
rected to  the  secretary  of  the  state,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  IT. 
S.  A.,  all  of  the  envelopes  received  by  him  containing  the  votes 
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of  Connecticut  electors,  and  shall  destroy  all  unused  ballots  and 
envelopes,  and  report  to  said  secretary  the  number  of  ballots 
and  envelopes  received,  used  in  voting  and  destroyed,  re- 
spectively. 

Sec.  9.  The  secretary  of  the  state  shall  make  a  record  of  all 
envelopes  containing  ballots  received  by  him  before  the  day  of 
said  election,  and  transmit  said  envelopes  to  the  town  clerks 
of  the  several  towns  in  which  the  electors,  as  appears  by  en- 
dorsement on  said  envelopes,  claim  the  right  to  vote. 

Sec  10.  The  town  clerk  receiving  any  of  said  envelopes 
shall,  before  noon  on  the  day  of  said  election,  in  public  meet- 
ing, deliver  said  envelopes  to  the  moderator  of  the  electors' 
meeting  in  such  town,  or,  if  such  town  be  divided  into  wards 
or  voting  districts,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  moderator  of  each 
such  ward  or  voting  district,  the  envelopes  containing  the  bal- 
lots, received  as  herein  provided,  of  electors  who  appear  by  the 
voting  list  to  be  entitled  to  vote  in  said  ward  or  district.  Said 
moderator,  if  he  finds  that  the  elector  whose  name  is  signed 
upon  the  envelope  is  a  duly  registered  and  qualified  elector  of 
said  town,  ward  or  voting  district,  shall  open  said  envelope, 
and  in  towns  in  which  voting  machines  are  not  used,  shall  de- 
liver the  ballot,  without  unfolding  it,  to  the  box  tender  who 
shall,  without  unfolding  the  same,  deposit  it  in  the  ballot  box. 
If  said  moderator  shall  find  such  elector  is  not  entitled  to  vote 
in  any  such  ward  or  district,  but  is  entitled  to  vote  in  another 
ward  or  district  in  said  town,  he  shall  transfer  the  envelope 
containing  the  ballot  of  said  elector  unopened  to  the  moderator 
of  such  ward  or  district  where  such  elector  is  entitled  to  vote. 
In  towns  in  which  voting  machines  are  used,  a  proper  re- 
ceptacle for  said  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  each  polling  place, 
and  each  of  said  ballots,  after  being  removed  from  the  envelope 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  received  by  the  election  officials,  and 
without  unfolding  be  placed  in  said  receptacle,  and  the  name 
of  the  elector  whose  ballot  is  being  so  cast  shall  be  checked  on 
the  voting  list  and  such  ballot  shall  be  counted,  after  the  closing 
of  the  polls,  with  the  votes  registered  on  the  voting  machines. 
Sec.    11.     The  ballots,  given,  received  and  cast  under  the 
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provisions  of  this  act  shall  require  no  further  formalities,  and, 
except  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  re- 
turned in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  votes  of 
electors  present  in  electors'  meetings  at  the  time  of  voting,  and 
said  ballot  of  any  such  elector  so  taken,  cast  and  counted,  shall 
be  the  legal  ballot  of  said  elector  as  if  he  had  personally  ap- 
peared in  the  electors'  meeting  in  the  town,  ward,  or  voting 
district  in  which  he  was  a  registered  elector  and  had  then  and 
there  cast  his  ballot  or  registered  his  vote.  If  any  elector  shall 
vote  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  any  candidate  for  office 
for  whom  he  is  not  entitled  to  vote  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided, said  ballot  shall  not  thereby  be  rendered  void  as  to  any 
candidate  for  office  for  whom  said -elector  is  entitled  to  so  vote, 
but  shall  be  counted  for  the  candidate  or  candidates  for  whom 
he  is  entitled  to  vote  and  for  whom  he  votes.  In  case  any  pro- 
vision of  this  act  shall  be  held  by  the  courts  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional as  to  any  vote  given  and  received  thereunder  for  any 
candidate  or  candidates  and  such  vote  therefore .  held  to  be 
invalid,  such  unconstitutionality  and  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  vote  given  and  received  as  to  any  other 
candidate  voted  for  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said 
ballots  shall,  in  each  town,  ward  or  voting  district,  be  counted 
separately  from  the  other  ballots  cast  or  votes  registered  therein, 
and  on  all  tally  sheets,  counter's  certificates  and  returns  of  bal- 
lots or  votes  pertaining  to  said  election,  the  number  of  votes 
received  by  each  candidate  on  said  ballots  and  the  number  of 
votes  received  by  said  candidate  by  other  ballots  or  voting 
machines  shall  be  separately  recorded,  shown  and  returned,  to- 
gether with  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by  each  can- 
didate. 

Sec.  12.  In  towns  in  which  voting  machines  are  not  used, 
all  envelopes  for  which  ballots  provided  for  by  this  act  are 
taken  and  cast  shall,  after  the  ballots  are  counted,  be  placed 
in  the  ballot  box  and  preserved  therein  with  the  ballots  counted 
and  returned  to  said  box,  and  envelopes  endorsed  with  the 
names  of  soldiers  and  sailors  found  not  to  be  electors  therein 
shall  be  separately  preserved  in  the  same  manner.     In  towns 
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in  which  voting  machines  are  used,  each  moderator  shall  place 
said  ballots  and  the  envelopes  which  contained  them  in  a  pack- 
age properly  sealed  and  endorsed,  and  deliver  them  to  the  town 
clerk.  Said  package  shall  be  preserved  for  six  months  after  the 
election,  and  may  be  opened  only  upon  order  of  a  court  of  coni- 
petent  jurisdiction,  and  at  the  end  of  six  months,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  court,  may  be  destroyed. 

Sec.  13.  The  laws  of  this  state  applicable  to  elections  and 
the  penalties  prescribed  for  the  violation  of  said  laws  shall 
apply  to  the  casting,  receiving,  giving,  counting,  returning,  and 
canvassing  of  the  ballots  provided  for  by  this  act  so  far,  and 
only  so  far,  as  such  laws  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  14.  The  name  of  no  elector  upon  the  registration  list 
of  any  town  or  city  in  this  state  shall  be  stricken  therefrom  dur- 
ing his  absence  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  15.  All  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  state,' except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  and  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his 
order  on  the  treasurer  in  payment  of  the  same  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  proper  vouchers. 

Sec.  16.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  continue  in 
effect  only  during  such  time  as  the  United  States  is  at  war  and 
until  all  electors  of  this  state  who  shall  have  enlisted  or  are 
otherwise  held  for  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States  during  the  duration  of  this  war  only,  have 
been  discharged  or  otherwise  relieved  from  such  service. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  but 
shall  not  be  incorporated  in  the  revision  of  the  general  statutes 
referred  to  in  chapter  398  public  acts  of  1917,  and  need  not 
be  separately  printed,  but  shall  be  printed  with  the  public  acts 
passed  by  the  general  assembly  at  its  January  Session  1919. 
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HOUSE  EESOLUTION 

House  Resolution  No.  3.  Introduced  by  Mr.  Peasley  of 
Cheshire,  entitled  "A  Resolution  concerning  Adjournment." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Peasley  of  Cheshire,  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 

The  resolution  was  as  follows : 
Resolved  by  this  House: 

That  a  committee  of  two  Representatives  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  wait  upon  the  Senate  and  inform  that  body  that 
the  House  is  ready  to  meet  the  Senate  in  Joint  Convention  for 
final  adjournment. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Back  of 
Killingly  and  Taylor  of  Danbury. 

The  committee  subsequently  reported  that  the  Senate  would 
meet  the  House  in  joint  convention  forthwith. 

The  committee  retired,  and  directly  thereafter  the  Senate, 
preceded  by  its  President,  Clerk  and  Chaplain,  entered  the  hall 
and  met  the  House  in  joint  convention. 

JOINT  CONVENTION 

The  President  of  the  Senate  called  the  convention  to  order, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  acted  as 
secretaries  of  the  convention. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Warren  F.  Cook,  Chaplain 
of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District  introduced  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved  by  this  Convention: 

That  a  committee  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives 
be  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and 
inform  him  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  have 
met  in  joint  convention  for  the  purpose  of  final  adjournment 
and  to  receive  any  communication  which  he  may  desire  to 
make. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 
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The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  Senator  Klett 
of  the  SLxth  District,  and  Messrs.  Peasley  of  Cheshire  and 
Greary  of  Waterf  ord. 

The  committee  retired  and  soon  returned  and  reported  that 
the  duty  assigned  to  them  had  been  discharged  and  that  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  would  meet  the  joint  convention  im- 
mediately. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  attended  by  the  Secretary  and 
the  Deputy  Sheriff  of  Hartford  County,  soon  appeared  in  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Governor  addressed  the  convention  as  follows : 

I  am  informed  that  you  have  adopted  the  legislation  which 
this  special  session  was  convened  to  consider  and  are  now  met 
in  joint  convention  for  the  purpose  of  final  adjournment  of 
this  special  session. 

The  Governor:  Mr.  Sheriff,  you  will  make  proclamation. 

The  Sheriff :    Oyez !  Oyez  1  Oyez  1 

The  Governor:  Mr.  Secretary,  you  will  now  adjourn  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  Secretary:  By  His  Excellency's  command,  I  now  de- 
clare the  General  Assembly  adjourned  without  date. 

God  save  the  State  of  Connecticut.

TOUCHING  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  SPEAKEB 

1.  Thp  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  every  day,  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned ;  he  shall  immediately 
call  the  House  to  order,  and  after  prayers  and  roll-call,  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  the  Speaker  may  adjourn 
the  House  to  the  afternoon,  or  to  the  next  sitting  day.  At  all 
other  times  during  the  session  an  adjournment  shaU  be  pro- 
nounced by  the  Speaker  on  motion. 

3.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  oft  order,  upon  which  no  debate  shall  be  allowed 
except  at  his  request,  and  his  decision  shall  be  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  once. 

4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

5.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
galleries,  lobby,  or  aisles  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

6.  In  case  the  Speaker  wishes  to  leave  the  Chair  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  part  in  the  debate,  or  from  indisposition,  or  other 
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cause,  he  may  designate  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

7.  In  case  the  Speaker,  or  the  member  named  by  him  in 
accordance  with  the  preceding  rule,  is  absent  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  House  stands  adjourned,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House  stands  ad- 
journed, and  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  election  of 
a  Speaker  pro  temporej  which  it  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
do  without  debate,  by  nomination  or  ballot,  as  the  House  shall 
determine ;  these  questions  shall  also  be  decided  without  debate ; 
and  the  Speaker  pro  tempore  thus  elected  shall  preside  in  the 
House  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Speaker  until  his 
return.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Speaker,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  House  to  order  as  provided  in  the  first 
clause  of  this  rule,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the 
election  of  a  Speaker  by  ballot,  which  the  House  shall  imme- 
diately proceed  to  do  without  debate,  and  the  Speaker  thus 
elected  shall  preside  over  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  Speaker  during  the  continuance  of  the  General  Assembly. 

OF   THE  CLERKS 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  the  House,  and  shall 
enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  record  any 
amendment  that  may  be  offered  to  any  bill  or  resolution,  pro- 
vided such  amendment  be  adopted,  or  a  record  of  the  same  be 
requested  by  the  member  offering  the  same. 

9.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  calendar,  on  which  he  shall  enter 
daily  (1)  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions  received  from  the  Senate 
for  the  action  of  the  House,  except  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
which  have  not  been  referred  by  the  House  to  any  committee, 
or  which  have  been  adversely  reported  to  the  Senate  from  any 
conunittee;  and  (2)  all  bills  and  resolutions  favorably  reported 
to  the  House  from  any  committee;  and  these  shall  be  entered 
on  the  calendar  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported;  and 
no  such  bill  or  resolution,  received  from  the  Senate,  or  reported 
from  a  couMnittee,  shall  be  considered  and  acted  upon  until  it 
is  reached  in  the  regular  order  upon  the  calendar.     Any  bill 
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or  resolution  not  considered  and  acted  upon  in  the  regular  order 
shall  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  calendar,  unless  the  considera- 
tion  of  the  same  be,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  some  specified  time. 

10.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  all  bills,  resolutions,  and  other 
papers,  in  reference  to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move 
a  reconsideration,  until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired, 
and  no  longer. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  record  of  all 
petitions,  resolutions,  joint  resolutions,  and  bills  for  public  acts 
which  may  be  presented  for  consideration  of  the  House,  and 
said  record  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  show  by  one  and  a  single  refer- 
ence thereto  the  action  of  the  House  on  any  specific  petition, 
resolution,  joint  resolution,  or  bill  for  a  public  act  up  to  the 
time  of  such  reference, 

12.  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
perform  the  same  duties  as  the  Clerk,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Clerk 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  cause  the  Journals  and  Calendars  to 
be  distributed  on  the  desks  of  members  daily,  before  the  opening 
of  the  session. 

MEMBERS 

14.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  and  address  the  chair  as 
" Mr.  Speaker''  If  two  or  more  shall  rise  at  the  same  time, 
the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  prefer- 
ring one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

15.  No  member  shall  speak  on  the  same  question  more  than 
twice  without  leave  of  the  House. 

16.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  a  manner  that  he  cannot  vote,  may  stay  in  the 
House  when  such  a  question  is  discussed  or  decided. 

17.  Every  member  present,  when  a  question  is  put  by  the 
Speaker,  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  House.  And  no 
member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  without  leave, 
unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 
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18.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  trangresses 
the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  him  to  order ;  and,  if  speaking,  he  shall  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain;  and  if  a  member  is  guilty 
of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  he  may  be  required 
by  the  House,  on  motion,  to  make  satisfaction  therefor,  and, 
until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  or  speak, 
except  by  way  of  excuse. 

19.  For  the  purpose  of  more  conveniently  counting  upon 
the  division  of  the  House  the  floor  thereof  shall  be  divided  by 
aisles  into  four  divisions,  to  be  numbered  first,  second,  third, 
and  fourth  sections,  commencing  on  the  right  of  the  Chair ;  for 
each  of  which  divisions  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  member 
whose  seat  is  in  said  division,  to  be  a  teller  to  count  and  report 
to  the  Chair. 

COMMITTEES 

20.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  a  Committee  of  Elec- 
tions, consisting  of  three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker,  to  take  into  consideration  all  contested  elections  of 
the  members  of  the  House,  and  report  facts,  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

21.  All  committees,  except  committees  of  conference,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  House,  and  the  member  first  named  shall  be  chairman. 

22.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  while  con- 
sidering any  question  involving  his  private  right  distinct  from 
the  public  interest. 

23.  When  any  member  requests  a  committee  of  conference 
on  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  Houses,  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  two  members,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
House;  and  in  such  case  the  committee  shall  consist  only  of 
such  members  as  were  in  the  vote  of  the  House;  and  if  any 
member  be  nominated  on  said  committee  who  was  not  in  the 
vote,  he  shall  notify  the  House,  and  be  excused. 
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BILLS  Ain>  BESOIiUTIONS 

24.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  introduced  by 
motion  for  leave,  or  by  order  of  the  House,  or  by  the  report  of 
a  committee;  and  every  public  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall 
receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House  previously  to  its 
being  passed  into  an  act,  and  no  such  bill  or  joint  resolution 
shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  except  that  bills  or  joint 
resolutions  originating  with  any  committee  or  reported  by  a 
committee  as  substitutes  may  receive  the  first  and  second  read- 
ings on  the  same  day ;  every  member  offering  such  bill  or  reso- 
lution shall  endorse  thereon  its  object,  and  the  Speaker  may  not 
offer  any  bill  or  resolution  to  the  House  until  after  its  first 
reading,  and  every  bill  or  resolution  may  be  referred  on  its 
first  reading. 

25.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  by  its 
title,  unless  the  reading  be  called  for  by  a  member. 

If  opposition  be  made,  the  question  shall  be  "  Shall  this  bill 
be  rejected?"  If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question  to 
reject  be  negatived,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  go  to  its  second 
reading  without  a  question. 

26.  Every  resolution  or  bill  granting  money  from  the  treas- 
ury of  the  State,  shall,  before  its  final  passage,  receive  three 
several  readings  in  the  House,  only  one  of  which  shall  be  on 
the  same  day. 

BEGinLAB  OBDEB  OF   BUSINESS 

27.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows,  viz, : 

1.  Beception  of  petitions. 

2.  Beception  of  communications   from  the   Governor 

and  annual  reports. 

3.  Introduction  of  resolutions. 

4.  Introduction  and  first  reading  of  bills. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Reception  of  business  from  the  Senate. 

7.  Business  on  the  calendar. 

8.  Miscellaneous  business. 
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VOTING 

28.  In  all  cases  when  a  vote  is  taken  without  a  division, 
the  Speaker  shall  determine  whether  it  is  or  is  not  a  vote ;  and 
in  all  doubtful  cases  he  shall  ask  ^'  Is  it  doubted  f ''  If  the  vote 
be  doubted  by  a  member,  rising  in  his  place  for  that  purpose, 
it  shall  be  tried  again.  If  the  Speaker  shall  doubt  the  vote,  or 
a  division  be  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide,  those  in  the 
afBrmative  first  rising  from  their  seats  and  standing  until 
counted,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  After  the 
Speaker  has  declared  a  vote,  it  shall  not  be  recalled  unless  by 
a  regular  motion  for  reconsideration,  made  by  a  member  in 
the  vote  of  the  House. 

29.  In  all  cases  of  balloting  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in  other 
cases  he  shall  not  vote  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided, 
or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  in  the  minority,  will  make  the 
division  equal.  And  in  case  of  such  equal  division  the  question 
shall  be  lost. 

MOTIONS 

30.  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  to  the  House 
by  the  Speaker  before  any  debate  be  had  thereon;  but  every 
motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  so  direct, 
or  any  member  desire  it. 

31.  When  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by 
the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the 
House ;  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or 
amendment,  but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  House  give 
leave. 

32.  The  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put,  except  as 
modified  by  rule  33;  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  House 
shall  be  taken  first  upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the 
longest  time  proposed,  in  any  question. 

33.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  except: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  For  the  previous  question. 
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4.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

5.  To  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

6.  To  postpone  to  a  time  certain. 

7.  To  commit  or  recommit. 

8.  To  amend. 

9.  To  continue  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  stand  arranged  in  this  rule,  and  no  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table,  commit  or  recommit,  to  continue  to  next  General 
Assembly,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  having  been  once  de- 
cided, shall  be  again  allowed  at  the  same  sitting,  and  at  the 
same  stage  of  the  bill  or  subject  matter. 

34.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except 
while  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  no  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay 
on  the  table  shall  be  debatable. 

35.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  after  a  question  is  put  and 
remains  undecided. 

36.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question  and 
entered  on  the  Journal,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  at  any  time  before  a  declaration  of  the  vote. 

When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken  the  roll  of  the  House 
shall  be  called  by  Counti^,  in  the  following  order,  viz. :  Hart- 
ford, New  Haven,  New  London,  Fairfield,  Windham,  Litch- 
field, Middlesex,  and  Tolland. 

RECONSIDERATION 

37.  A  vote  simply  of  reference  to  a  committee  can  be  re- 
considered only  on  the  day  of  the  vote,  and  any  other  vote  can 
be  reconsidered  only  on  the  day  of  the  vote  or  the  next  suc- 
ceeding session  day;  provided,  there  has  been  no  intervening 
action  on  the  same  matter  by  the  Senate ;  and  further  provided, 
that  there  shall  be  no  reconsideration  of  the  vote  upon  either 
of  the  following  motions:  to  adjourn,  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, or  to  reconsider,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice  recon- 
sidered.

APPEAL 

38.  N"©  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
entertained  unless  it  is  seconded;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed 
of. 

SEATS 

39.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Conmiittees,  a  committee  of  three  shall  be  appointed,  who 
shall  assign  seats  to  Chairmen  of  all  Joint  Standing  Commit- 
tees, and  of  all  Select  Committees  of  the  House,  then  to  the 
senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  member  of  the 
House,  who  is  not  a  senior  member,  and  shall  then  supervise 
the  drawing  of  the  other  seats,  which  shall  be  by  each  member 
for  himself  from  a  box  placed  on  the  clerk's  desk  and  contain- 
ing the  number  of  all  the  seats  not  assigned  as  aforesaid;  and 
such  drawing  shall  be  had  while  the  House  is  in  session. 

40.  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made,  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Clerk  within  five  days  from  the  day 
of  drawing. 

REPRESENTATIVES^  CHAMBER 

41.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be 
granted  except  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

PARLIAMENTARY    PRACTICE 

42.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  or  the  joint  rules  of 
the  two  branches. 

43.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

44.  Persons  other  than  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  State  officials,  who  desire  to  speak  with  members 
of  this  House  while  it  is  in  session,  shall  communicate  their  de- 
sire so  to  do  to  such  member  through  one  of  the  messengers, 
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and  shall  not  converse  with  such  member  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  while  the  House  is  in  session. 

Proper  facilities  for  transmitting  the  messages  above  re- 
ferred to  shall  be  provided  by  the  derk  and  administered  by 
the  messengers. 

The  messengers  and  doorkeepers  shall  see  that  the  aisles 
and  the  seats  of  members  are  not  occupied  by  persons  other 
than  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  the  disturbance  of 
the  members  or  without  their  permission. 

45.  Whenever  any  vote  is  to  be  taken  by  ballots,  the  Speaker 
may,  upon  directing  the  collection  of  ballots,  order  the  doors 
closed,  and  thereupon  no  member  shall  leave  the  House,  unless 
by  permission  of  the  Speaker,  or  the  House,  until  the  vote  is 
declared.     But  members  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time. 

Upon  the  ballot  being  counted,  if  any  member  shall  raise  a 
question  of  an  excess  of  ballots,  over  the  number  of  members 
present,  a  count  of  the  House  shall  be  had,  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  such  excess  of  ballots  exists,  the  Speaker  shall  order 
the  vote  to  be  again  taken. 

46.  Within  one  week  after  the  appointment  of  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  he  shall  nominate  a  chaplain 
of  the  House  and  if  such  nomination  is  confirmed  by  the  House 
by  a  majority  vote  the  candidate  so  nominated  and  confirmed 
shall  be  chaplain  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives  for  the 
session.

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT 


L  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Bepresentatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every  stated 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee,  consist- 
ing of  three  Senators  and  eight  Bepresentatives,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given  by 
the  electors  for  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer, 
'Secretary,  Comptroller,  and  Attorney-General,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  accepted, 
a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Repre- 
sentatives, shall  be  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  personally 
of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two  houses,  and 
their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

II.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of 
the  General  Assembly  there  shall  be  appointed  thirty-five  Joint 
Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  two  Sena- 
tors and  eleven  Bepresentatives,  except  the  committee  on  Ap- 
propriations, which  shall  consist  of  two  Senators  and  five  Rep- 
resentatives, and  the  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  which  shall 
consist  of  two  Senators  and  two  Bepresentatives,  one  from  the 
majority  and  one  from  the  minority  in  each  house. 

1st.  A  committee  on  Agriculture,  which  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  agriculture  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient 
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2d.  A  committee  on  Appropriations,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  and  carefully  investigate  all  estimates  of  State 
expenditures  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  appropriating  money 
from  the  State  treasury  which  may  be  submitted  to  it,  and  shall 
from  time  to  time  report  such  appropriation  bills  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  different  departments  of 
the  State  government  and  providing  for  such  institutions  and 
persons  as  may  properly  receive  State  aid  under  existing  laws, 
for  two  yeays  from  the  following  thirtieth  day  of  September, 
and  also  shall  have  power  to  originate  and  report  bills  whenever 
such  bills  shall  be  in  the  interest  of  economy. 

3d.  A  committee  on  Banks,  which  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion all  matters  relating  to  banks,  savings  banks,  trust  com- 
panies, and  savings  and  building  associations  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient. 

4th.  A  committee  on  Capitol  Furniture  and  Grounds,  which 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  Capitol,- 
its  furniture  and  grounds,  which  may  le  referred  to  it,  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 

5th.  A  committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs,  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  cities  and  boroughs 
which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching 
the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

6th.  A  committee  on  Claims,  which  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  as  to  such  .claims  as  in  its  opinion  are 
just  and  should  be  paid,  together  with  the  facts  on  which  such 
opinion  is  founded. 

7th.  A  committee  on  Congressional  and  Senatorial  Dis- 
tricts, which  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating 
to  changes  in  the  Congressional  or  Senatorial  Districts  into 
which  the  State  is  or  may  hereafter  be  divided  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as 
it  may  deem  expedient. 
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8th.  A  committee  on  Constitutional  Amendments,  which 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  alterations  and  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  which  shall  have  been  proposed  by  the  House 
of  Kepresentatives  at  the  preceding  session  of  the  General 
Assembly. and  continued  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and 
published  with  the  laws  passed  at  said  preceding  session,  and 
shall  report  the  same  with  its  opinions  thereon. 

9th.  A  committee  on  Education,  which  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  education  which 
may  be  referred  to  it,  and  recommend  such  measures  touching 
the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

10th.  A  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  supervise  the  engrossing  of  bills  and  resolutions  finally 
passed  by  both  houses. 

11th.  A  committee  on  Excise,  which  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  licensing  and  regulating  the 
sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  which  may  be  re- 
ferred to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  tlie  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient. 

12th.  A  committee  on  Federal  Kelations,  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  concerniug  the  relations  between 
the  State  government  and  the  National  government  which  may 
be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same 
as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

13th.  A  committee  on  Finance,  which  shall  inquire  into  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  investment 
of  the  public  funds  (the  School  Fund  excepted),  and  the  system 
of  assessment  and  taxation  provided  by  existing  laws,  and  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenues 
of  the  State  and  its  municipalities  which  may  be  referred  to 
it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 

14th.  A  committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  fish  and  game  which 
may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the 
same  as  it  may  deem  expedient.

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15  th.  A  committee  on  Forfeited  Rights,  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  which  may  be  referred  to  it 
for  the  restoration  of  the  privileges  of  electors  to  those  who 
may  have  forfeited  the  same  by  reason  of  conviction  of  crime, 
and  report  the  facts  with  its  opinion  thereon. 

16th.  A  committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  which  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  benevolent 
institutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State  which 
may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the 
same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

17th.  A  committee  on  Incorporations,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  private  corporations  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and  report 
such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

18th.  A  committee  on  Insurance,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  insurance  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as 
it  may  deem  expedient. 

19th.  A  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts  and 
judiciary  proceedings  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report 
such  measures  and  propositions  relating  thereto  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 

20th.  A  committee  on  Labor,  to  which  shall  be  referred  the 
report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  and  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  other  matters  relating  to  the  special  in- 
terests of  labor,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as 
it  may  deem  expedient. 

21st.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Expenses,  which  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  joint  expenses 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient. 

22d.  A  committee  on  Manufactures,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  manufactures  which  may 
be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same 
IB  it  may  deem  expedient. 
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23d.  A  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  which  shall  examine 
all  military  returns,  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  militia  of  this  State  which  may  be  referred  to  it, 
and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 

24th.  A  committee  on  New  Counties  and  County  Seats, 
which  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
change  of  county  lines  or  the  establishment  of  new  counties  or 
county  seats  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such 
measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

26th.  A  committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
which  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  or  change  of  probate  districts  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as 
it  may  deem  expedient. 

26th.  A  committee  on  Public  Health  and  Safety,  which 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  public 
health  conuty  seats  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  Buch 
measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

27th.  A  committee  on  State  Parks  and  Reservations,  which 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  care, 
maintenance,  and  control  of  the  Putnam  Memorial  Camp,  and 
other  State  Parks  and  Reservations,  which  may  be  referred  to 
it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 

28th.  A  committee  on  Railroads,  which  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  steam,  electric,  and  cable  rail- 
roads and  railroad  companies  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and 
report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

29th.  A  committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and  Rivers,  which 
shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  roads, 
bridges  and  rivers  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such 
measures  touching  the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

30th.  A  committee  on  Rules,  which  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  changes  in  the  joint  rules  of 
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the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  which  may  be  referred 
to  it,  and  report  such  alterations  and  changes  of  the  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient. 

31st.  A  committee  on  Sale  of  Lands,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands  which  may  be 
referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same  as  it 
may  deem  expedient. 

32d.  A  committee  on  the  School  Fund,  which  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund  and  the 
amount,  value,  and  condition  of  its  securities  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  it  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  secure  its.  im- 
provement and  permanent  safety. 

33d.  A  committee  on  Shell-Fisheries,  which  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  shell-fish  and  shell-fisheries 
which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and  report  such  measures  touching 
the  same  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

34th.  A  committee  on  the  State  Prison  which  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of  the 
State  Prison,  and  the  accounts  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  it,  and  it  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regu- 
lation and  management  of  the  prison  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

35th.  A  committee  on  Woman  Suffrage,  which  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  exercise  of  the 
elective  franchise  by  women  which  may  be  referred  to  it,  and 
report  such  measures  concerning  the  same  as  it  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

III.  Every  petition,  resolution,  bill,  memorial,  or  other 
matter  referred  to  any  committee  shall  be  heard  and  considered 
by  such  committee,  and  said  committee  shall  report  its  opinion 
thereon  to  the  General  Assembly  within  two  weeks  after  final 
action  by  the  committee. 

IV.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees  the  Senate  Chair- 
man, and  in  his  absence  the  House  Chairman,  shall  preside. 
All  questions  of  order  and  other  proceedings,  and  questions 
relating  to  evidence,  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of 
votes. 
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V.  All  committees  of  Conference  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  consist  of  one 
Senator  and  two  .Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote 
of  their  respective  Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House 
making  the  grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolu- 
tion, or  amendment  disagreed  to,  shall  state  its  reasons,  to  be 
reported  to  the  other  House;  and  neither  House  shall  request 
the  other  twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  or  disagreement. 
Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote  of  disagree- 
ment, the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered  as  lost. 

VI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

VII.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for 
his  approval,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for  further  con- 
sideration such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by  message  to  the 
other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one  Senator  and  two 
Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the  Governor  to  request 
him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor  consent,  the  bill  shall  be 
returned  first  to  that  House  in  which  the  motion  for  its  return 
originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be  altered  or  totally  rejected 
by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  Houses;  but  if  not  altered  or 
rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote,  it  shall  be  again  transmitted 
to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form  in  which  it  was  first  pre- 
sented to  him. 

VIII.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention,  either 
House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting  such  Con- 
vention, and  specifying  the  object.  At  the  time  designated  the 
Senate,  with  its  President  and  Clerk,  may  proceed  to  the  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  suitable  accommoda- 
tions shall  be  provided.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  ex 
officio,  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the  proceedings  thereof 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the  two  Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
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tives  shall  make  reports  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  shall  have  been  passed  by 
both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and  signed  by 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  President 
of  thQ  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and  joint  resolutioos 
which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two  Houses  shall,  with  the 
papers  on  which  the  same  may  be  founded,  be  transmitted  by 
the  Engrossing  Clerk  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  by  him  laid  before  the  Governor.  The  Presiding 
Officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall  affix  their  signatures  to  all  bills 
for  public  acts  and  to  all  bills  in  the  form  of  public  acts,  and 
the  Clerks  of  the  two  Houses  shall  affix  their  signatures  to  all 
joint  resolutions,  in  the  presence  of  either  a  member  of  the 
committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  or  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  and  no 
engrossed  copy  of  any  act,  either  public  or  special,  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  the  Officers  of  either  House  as  having  been  passed  until 
it  has  been  verified  by  the  signature  of  the  Engrossing  Clerk. 

X.  Every  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  written  or  printed, 
without  interlineation  or  erasure,  on  paper  not  smaller  than  a 
half -sheet  of  foolscap,  and  any  member  offering  such  bill  or  res- 
olution or  a  petition  shall  indorse  thereon  his  name  in  some  con- 
spicuous place.  No  bill  or  resolution  shall,  after  it  has  been 
introduced,  be  altered  either  by  addition  or  erasure  except  by 
corrections  in  phraseology  made  by  the  Clerk  of  Bills,  as  herein 
provided.  Any  proposed  changes  in  the  purport  of  any  bill  or 
resolution  which  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  committee  to 
which  it  has  been  referred  shall  be  reported  in  the  form  of 
amendments  or  of  a  substitute  bill. 

"  Every  bill  for  a  public  act  amending  or  repealing  any  of 
the  statutes  of  this  State,  introduced  into  the  General  Assem- 
bly, shall  cite  the  statute  to  be  amended  or  repealed,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  effect  of  such  amend- 
ment or  repeal  '^ —  Section  35,  General  Statutes. 

Wh«n  a  substitute  bill  is  reported  it  shall  be  printed  in  lieu 
of  the  original  bill  or  resolution;  and  when  amendments  are 
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reported,  they  shall  be  printed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  indicate 
that  they  are  amendments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Bills  to  prepare  bills  for 
public  acts  and  resolutions  of  a  public  nature  and  amendments 
at  the  request  of  any  committee  or  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  before  any  bill  or  resolution  is  favorably  re- 
ported  by  the  committee  to  which  it  has  been  referred  it  shaU  be 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  Bills,  who  shall  examine  such  bill  or 
resolution  and  make  such  corrections  therein  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitu- 
tional provisions,  and  of  insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  refer- 
ences, clearness  and  conciseness  in  the  phraseology,  and  consis- 
tency with  existing  statutes.  Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  not 
bearing  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  of  Bills  as  having  been  so 
examined  shall  be  favorably  reported,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
or  House,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  immediately  transmit  the 
same  to  the  Clerk  of  Bills  for  examination  and  indorsement. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engrossing  Clerk  to  supervise  the 
printing  of  bills  and  resolutions  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  33  and  29  of  the  General  Statutes  and  Kule 
XII,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  to  supervise  the  engrossing  of  bills  and  resolutions  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Section  37  of  the  General 
Statutes  and  Rule  XIII. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  shall  be  first 
presented  shall  indorse  thereon  a  statement  of  the  contents  or 
objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution  before  transmitting  the  same 
to  the  other  House. 

XII.  All  bills  for  public  or  private  acts  and  joint  resolu- 
tions reported  favorably  upon  by  the  committee  to  which  they 
have  been  referred,  with  or  without  amendments,  before  being 
put  upon  their  third  reading,  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and 
six  hundred  copies  of  such  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  with  their 
amendments,  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolution  so  reported  shall  be  put  upon 
its  third  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  distribution  of 
such  copies.    The  printing,  as  aforesaid,  of  any  private  act  or 
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resolution  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  party  applying  for  the 
passage  of  such  bill  or  resolution. 

XIII.  All  bills  for  public  acts  and  all  bills  and  joint  resolu- 
tions for  special  acts  which  have  been  passed  by  both  Houses 
shall  without  action,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  and,  in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  in  Rule  II,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  before  any  bill  or  joint  reso- 
lution be  engrossed,  to  immediately  examine  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  of  securing  clearness,  con- 
ciseness, and  accuracy  in  the  text,  without  changing  the  pur- 
port thereof.  If  the  committee  find  that  any  correction  should 
be  made  in  the  text  or  references,  or  in  the  title  of  any  bill  or 
joint  resolution,  it  shall,  within  five  session  days  after  the 
passage  thereof,  report  it  back  to  the  House  which  last  took 
action  upon  it,  with  the  proposed  correction  in  the  form  of  an 
amendment. 

All  reports  from  the  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  be 
placed  at  the  head  of  the  calendar,  and  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  business  on  the  calendar ;  and  the  only  question  on 
the  report  of  the  committee  shall  be,  "  Shall  the  proposed 
amendment  be  adopted  ?  ^^ 

If  the  proposed  amendment  be  adopted  by  both  Houses  the 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk, 
who,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills, 
shall  cause  it  to  be  engrossed  as  amended.  If  the  proposed 
amendment  be  rejected  by  either  House,  the  bill  or  resolution 
shall  not  be  transmitted  to  the  other  House,  but  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  who  shall  have  it  engrossed  as  it  was 
passed.  If,  in  consequence  of  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
General  Assembly,  or  for  any  other  reason,  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion which  has  passed  both  Houses  fails  to  be  amended  as 
recommended  by  the  committee,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be 
engrossed  as  it  was  passed. 

XIV.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  reported  upon  by  any 
committee  shall  be  first  reported  to  the  House  in  which  they 
respectively  originated;  and  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  re- 
ported on  adversely,  if  no  objection  is  made,  may  be  acted  upon 
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immediately.  Should  objection  be  made,  the  matter  shall  be 
tabled  for  the  Calendar  unless  the  House,  upon  motion,  shall 
vote  to  proceed  to  its  immediate  consideration,  in  which  case  it 
shall  be  acted  upon  immediately.  If  the  bill  or  resolution  be 
not  rejected,  it  shall  then  be  entered  upon  the  Calendar  to  be 
acted  upon  in  its  regular  order. 

XV.  After  the  time  has  elapsed  for  the  reconsideration  of 
any  vote  upon  any  petition,  memorial,  resolution,  bill  or  other 
matter,  no  resolution  or  motion  to  recall  such  petition, 
memorial,  resolution,  bill,  or  other  matter  from  the  other  House 
shall  be  allowed,  for  the  purpose  of  reconsideration  or  amend- 
ment, except  when  there  has  clearly  been  a  mistake  in  the  vote, 
or  an  error  in  the  language  of  the  resolution  or  bill,  or  the 
motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  petition,  memorial,  or  other 
matter. 

XVI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  each  Joint 
Standing  Committee  to  call  a  meeting  of  his  committee  for 
organization  within  one  week  after  the  appointment  of  such 
committee. 
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MESSAGE 


Mr,  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly:    - 

The  1917  General  Assembly  prior  to  and  in  anticipation  of 
our  becoming  a  party  to  the  war  passed  three  preparatory  Acts. 

THE  WAR  CENSUS 

The  first  one  passed  February  20th,  1917,  directed  a  census 
to  be  forthwith  taken  of  the  resources  of  the  state  in  men  and 
materials  available  for  use  in  the  event  of  war,  the  informa- 
tion thereby  secured  to  be  placed  at  the  service  of  both  the 
State  and  Federal  Governments.  A  census  of  all  male  resi- 
dents eighteen  years  of  age  and  upwards  was  taken  and 
completed  within  two  months  thereafter  without  cost  to  the 
State  other  than  for  the  necessary  clerical  assistance  to  tabulate, 
and  the  mechanical  devices  required  to  make  available,  the  in- 
formation contained  in  the  questionnaires  used  in  taking  the 
census  and  for  the  rental  of  rooms  required  for  the  work.  It 
has  been  in  frequent  use  by  State  and  Federal  officials,  also  by 
our.  allies  in  connection  with  the  enlistment  of  their  subjects 
residing  here.  It  is  conceded  to  be  the  most  complete  census 
for  war  purposes  taken  in  any  state.  Public  spirited  citizens  in 
every  town  assisted  in  its  taking  without  compensation.  The 
total  cost  to  the  State  of  taking  this  census  and  of  a  census  of 
our  transportation  facilities  and  other  resources  was  less  than 
$50,000. 
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THE  HOME  GUARD 

The  second  Act,  known  as  the  Military  Emergency  Act,  was 
passed  March  9th,  1917,  pursuant  to  which  the  governor  ap- 
pointed Judge  Lucien  F.  Burpee,  Benedict  M.  Holden,  and  J. 
Moss  Ives,  a  board  to  perfect  and  maintain  a  Home  Guard  for 
duty  within  the  State.  This  force  was  enlisted,  uniformed  and 
equipped  within  three  months  thereafter.  Its  personnel  has 
never  been  excelled,  and  for  the  past  eighteen  months  it  has 
been  invaluable  to  the  State.  Not  a  dollar's  worth  of  property 
has  been  destroyed  nor  has  a  single  disturbance  of  the  public 
peace  occurred  which  was  due  to  conditions  caused  by  the  war. 
On  November  1st,  1918,  there  were  9,923  members  in  the 
active  and  3,342  in  the  reserve  force.  It  created  a  feeling  of 
security  throughout  the  State,  stimulated  loyalty  and  patriotism, 
and  from  its  members  has  furnished  2,645  men  to  the  Federal 
forces,  quite  a  percentage  of  whom  received  commissions  therein 
because  of  their  training  in  the  Home  Guard.  The  entire  net 
cost  of  our  Home  Guard  up  to  November  1st,  1918,  was 
$508,617.64.  An  itemized  voucher  and  receipt  for  every  item 
of  expenditure  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Comptroller. 
The  value  of  the  State  property  pertaining  to  the  Home  Guard 
now  in  control  of  the  Military  Emergency  Board,  either  in  the 
State  Arsenal  or  issued  to  Home  Guard  officers  who  are  under 
sufficient  bonds,  estimated  upon  existing  market  prices  and 
values  made  by  United  States  ordnance  officers,  and  making 
dmple  deductions  for  damage  and  depreciation  by  wear  and 
use  is  $466,823.32.     Deducting  this  from  the  net  cost  above 
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given  reduces  the  net  cost  to  the  State  to  less  than  $42,000,  a 
very  insignificant  premium  to  pay  for  the  insurance  against 
loss  of  property  and  disturbance  of  the  public  peace  which  this 
force  of  citizen  soldiers  has  given.  The  foregoing  figures  do 
not  include  the  cost  of  uniforms  being  delivered  since  the  first 
of  last  November. 

In  considering  the  cost  to  the  State  of  military  protection 
during  the  two  years  last  past  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
amounts  appropriated  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the 
support  of  the  National  Guard  and  Military  Department  ag- 
gregated $516,194,  of  which  only  $101,247.77  has  been  ex- 
pended, leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $414,946.23. 

The  period  of  enlistment  in  the  Home  Guard  is  two  years, 
but  the  necessity  for  such  a  force  will  not  cease  when  peace  is 
declared.  It  will  be  needed  until  an  equally  efficient  force  for 
State  protection  is  created  to  succeed  them.  I  recommend  that 
a  liberal  and  sufficient  provision  be  made  for  the  maintenance 
of  our  Home  Guard. 

The  third  of  said  preparatory  Acts  was  passed  March  14th, 
1917,  being  Chapter  44  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1917,  giving  extra 
powers  to  the  governor  to  meet  emergencies. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FOOD  SUPPLY 

Pursuant  thereto  the  governor  on  April  10  appointed  a  Con- 
necticut Committee  of  Food  Supply,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
and  conserving  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  State.  Subse- 
quently, Robert  Scoville,  one  of  its  members,  was  appointed 
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Federal  Food  Administrator  for  Connecticut  and  upon  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Council  of  Defense  this  committee  became  part  of 
its  organization.  By  reason  of  the  activities  of  this  committee 
and  with  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  agriculturists  of  the  State, 
there  has  been  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  food  products  of 
the  State. 

THE  STATE  COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

When  the  United  States  became  a  party  to  the  war  it  be- 
came evident  that  if  confusion,  friction,  duplication,  delay  and 
waste  would  be  avoided,  there  must  be  a  central  directing 
agency  in  this  State  to  correlate  effort  and  expedite  activities* 
There  had  to  be  some  agency  to  perform  Federal  business  and 
at  the  same  time  deal  with  situations  as  they  developed  in  the 
State.  Consequently,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  in  his  capacity  as  chairman  of  the  Council 
of  National  Defense,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Chapter  44  before  mentioned,  on  April  26th,  1917,  I 
appointed  the  Connecticut  Council  of  Defense  to  assist  me  in 
the  war  activities  which  related  to  this  State.  In  some  states 
these  councils  have  a  numerous  membership,  in  one  instance 
as  many  as  one  hundred,  but  our  council  has  never  been  large 
and  now  numbers  nineteen,  three  of  whom  are  women,  all  serv- 
ing w^ithout  compensation,  meeting  once  each  week,  and  some 
of  them  have  given  their  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  council 
which  has  included  all  activities  necessary  to  enable  this  State 
to  fully  meet  its  obligations  in  supporting  the  Federal  Govern- 
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ment  and  has  extended  to  subjects  vital  to  the  welfare  of  the 
State  which  were  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  some  existing/ 
State  department 

The  cost  to  the  State  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  council 
as  reported  to  me  by  the  Comptroller's  office  has  aggregated 
$151,204.75,  which  is  a  conservative  expense  for  the  amount 
of  work  performed  and  the  splendid  results  obtained. 

Our  Council  of  Defense  has  been  progressive  in  conception, 
effective  in  action  and  wise  in  counsel,  and  has  been  of  great 
assistance  to  the  governor.  It  has  been  recognized  by  Federal 
officials  as  in  the  forefront  of  the  State  Councils  in  its  efficient 
conduct  of  important  national  programs.  It  has  organized 
war-time  activities  within  this  State  so  wisely  that  there  has 
been  a  minimum  of  waste  energy.  There  may  be  a  disposition 
to  criticize  some  things  the  council  has  undertaken,  but  consid- 
ering the  impromptu  character  of  the  organizations  which  it 
created  the  commendable  results  of  their  efforts  are  remarkable, 
and  we  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  and  women  of 
our  Council  of  Defense  who  have  so  unselfishly  given  their  time 
and  energies  to  make  Connecticut  the  leader  of  the  nation  in 
the  business  of  the  war. 

Conditions  which  were  disclosed  showed  the  need  of  certain 
activities  which  the  council  sponsored  and  developed  which 
have  approved  themselves  so  fully  that,  in  closing  up  its 
business,  the  council  urges  their  continuance  and  further  devel- 
opment. In  this  I  fully  concur.  These  activities  are  Ameri- 
canization, Child  Welfare,  and  the  Labor  Employment  Service. 
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AMERICANIZATION 

The  prosecution  of  this  war  has  exposed  conditions  heretofore 
too  little  known  or  considered.  It  has  revealed  among  us  an 
element  alien  not  only  in  birth  but  in  speech  and  sentiment.  At 
the  moment  when  the  United  States  most  needed  a  united 
coherent  people,  with  common  ideals  and  purpose,  we  discov- 
ered unassimilated  groups  of  individuals  possessing  neither 
American  citizenship  nor  familiarity  with  Americans  aims.  The 
existence  of  these  groups  was  unfortunate  and  alarming.  They 
served  to  enlarge  the'draf t  quotas  we  were  called  upon  to  furnish 
and  unjustly  burdened  the  citizen  class  of  registrants  because  a 
very  large  percentage  of  the  alien  class  of  registrants  claimed 
exemption  upon  the  ground  of  alienage.  This  emphasized  the 
unwisdom  of  our  neglect  in  the  past  to  educate  and  absorb  the 
immigrant  into  our  body  politic.  That  he  is  capable  of  such 
absorption  is  obvious  to  anyone  who  glances  over  the  casualty 
Ust  and  notes  the  foreign  extraction  of  many  of  our  finest  citi- 
zen soldiers. 

Industrially  this  unabsorbed  alien  class  constitutes  a  menace. 
Badical  agitators,  whose  mission  is  to  destroy  rather  than  to 
build  up,  cannot  make  headway  among  persons  imbued  with 
an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  history  and  purposes  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  among  this  ignorant  and  unassimilated 
^  class  that  Bolshevism  makes  progress. 

The  proximity  of  Connecticut  to  the  important  ports  of 
entry,  and  our  great  and  growing  industrial  centers  makes  the 
problem  acute.     We  owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  those  who  will 
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succeed  to  our  responsibilities  and  privileges  to  realize  that 
Americanization  is  fundamentally  a  matter  of  self  defense  and 
self  preservation,  and  not  one  merely  of  sentiment  or  charitable 
impulse.  I  therefore  earnestly  urge  your  favorable  considera- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  Department  of  American- 
ization in  this  State. 

EDUCATION 

From  the  very  beginning  of  our  history,  Connecticut  has 
yielded  to  no  state  in  its  emphasis  upon  the  importance  of  pop- 
ular education.  It  has  made  us  what  we  are.  No  state  can  be 
great  or  good  except  as  the  masses  of  its  people  are  virtuous  and 
industrious  and  intelligent.  The  critical  times  which  we  face 
demand  more  than  ever  good  schools  for  the  masses  of  the  rising 
generation.  Other  states  and  other  countries  are  aroused.  We 
must  not  only  do  our  part  but  we  must  lead.  If  we  want  the 
next  generation  to  be  one  hundred  per  cent.  American  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  Americanism,  we  must  make  our  schools  one 
hundred  per  cent,  efficient  for  that  purpose  now.  To  that  end 
we  must  bring  into  our  schools  as  teachers  the  best  and  ablest  of 
our  young  women  and  young  men.  That  means  at  bottom  in- 
creased financial  support  and  an  organization  best  calculated 
to  insure  the  taxpayer  value  received  for  money  devoted  to 
education. 

CHILD  WELFARE 

The  war  has  brought  the  value  of  human  life  into  focus. 
The  tragic  loss  of  life  in  vindicating  international  justice  and 
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ensuring  our  national  existence  has  caused  universal  sorrow. 
We  deeply  mourn  the  loss  by  shot  and  shell  and  by  disease  of 
the  lives  of  the  many  thousands  of  our  young  men.  The  public 
of  this  State  was  aroused  and  drastic  action  was  taken  to  lessen 
the  mortality  caused  by  the  recent  epidemic  not  yet  subsided. 
Yet  every  year,  among  children  less  than  five  years  of  age  we 
witness  an  excessive  mortality  without  its  causing  much  per- 
turbation of  spirit.  This  emphasizes  our  moral  responsibility 
for  permitting  preventable  waste  of  human  life.  We  have  been 
intelligently  concerned  about  preserving  animal  life  and  have 
carefully  provided  for  the  examination  of  cattle  for  tuberculosis 
and  of  swine  to  prevent  hog  cholera  and  have  created  a  commis- 
sion to  detect  and  eradicate  such  diseases  among  our  animals, 
but  we  have  not  been  equally  or  intelligently  solicitous  of  the 
health,  life,  and  welfare  of  our  children,  but  have  left  it  to  the 
efforts  of  charitably  disposed  citizens. 

It  is  stated  upon  reliable  authority  that  four  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  children  under  five  years  of  age  died 
in  Connecticut  last  year.  Fischer's  report  on  National  vitality 
estimates  the  economic  value  of  a  child  under  five  years  of  age 
to  be  $950.  According  to  this  estimate  Connecticut's  loss  last 
vear  from  this  cause  was  $4,634,100.  It  is  further  stated  that 
one-half  of  these  deaths  are  easily  preventable,  from  which  it 
can  be  seen  how  inexcusable  is  this  economic  waste  and  what  a 
large  factor  it  may  be  in  the  future  of  our  country.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  is  the  cost  of  sickness,  the  loss  of  time  and  de- 
creased efficiency  of  the  parents  of  these  children. 
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Our  records  show  that  one-third  of  the  men  examined  on  the 
first  draft  were  not  physically  fit,  many  of  them  for  causes 
which  would  have  been  remediable  had  they  had  proper  care  in 
childhood. 

The  time  has  come  when  we  can  no  longer  afford  to  neglect 
this  important  subject 

LABOR  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

With  the  drain  upon  man  power  incident  to  the  creation  of  a 
great  army  there  was  an  inevitable  labor  crisis.  Inasmuch  as 
Connecticut  was  the  chief  munitions  center  of  this  country  the 
crisis  was  peculiarly  acute  here.  Connecticut  furnished  about 
77,000  men  for  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States.  To 
effect  the  necessary  readjustment,  the  United  States  Employ- 
ment Service  and  certain  auxiliary  services  were  organized. 
While  this  was  necessary  there  was  danger  that  it  might  not  be 
in  full  sympathy  with  the  needs  of  this  State,  or  might  develop 
a  policy  out  of  harmony  with  the  Connecticut  situation.  To 
obviate  such  possibilities  the  Council  of  Defense  incorporated 
the  Employment  Service  into  its  structure  and  it  has  been 
financed  very  largely  with  State  funds.  The  wisdom  of  this 
course  has  been  amply  vindicated  by  the  results  attained.  The 
service  has  been  efficient  and  has  moved  in  complete  harmony 
with  the  council. 

It  now  transpires  that  one  of  the  chief  agencies  during  the 
demobilization  and  reconstruction  period  is  to  be  the  United 
States  Employment  Service.     Under  those  circumstances  it  is 
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obviously  the  part  of  wisdom  to  retain  our  control  over  its 
oi)erations  within  this  State.  The  permanent  policy  is  not  yet 
outlined  from  Washington.     It  is  my  belief  that  any  such 

agency  should  be  controlled  by  the  State,  though  it  may  be  ad- 

« 

visable  to  have  a  Federal  connection.  Proposals  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  are  now  being  formulated  which,  I  am  informed, 
will  be  ready  for  submission  to  this  General  Assembly  by  the 
first  of  April.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  contin- 
uance in  the  meantime  of  the  connection  with  the  Federal  Em- 
ployment Service  which  was  secured  by  our  Council  of  Defense. 

DEPENDENT   AND    NEGLECTED    CHILDREN 

There  are  some  twenty-five  hundred  dependent  and  neglected 
children  who  are  now  wards  of  the  State.  The  problem  of 
juvenile  delinquency  and  the  great  number  of  mentally  de- 
fective children  whose  presence  in  the  schools  and  in  the  county 
temporary  homes  with  normal  chUdren,  is  a  serious  difficulty 
which  demands  study  and  adequate  legislation. 

Patchwork  laws  dealing  with  these  problems  should  be 
avoided.  The  laws  relating  to  dependent  and  neglected 
children  have  undergone  no  fundamental  revision  for  more  than 
thirty  years.  I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  commission 
to  study  the  laws  relating  to  children  and  the  practice  of  other 
progressive  states,  and  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
1921  a  revision  of  our  existing  laws  and  to  recommend  such 
changes  and  additions  as  may  seem  advisable,  bringing  together 
into  one  code  all  the  laws  relating  to  children. 
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EPILEPTICS  AND   FEEBLE-MINDED 

During  the  two  years  last  past  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Mansfield  Training  School  and  Hospital  has  expended.  $188,000 
in  constructing  new  buildings  at  Mansfield  for  the  care  of 
the  feeble-minded,  and  has  removed  thereto  those  previously 
located  at  the  State  Institution  at  Lakeville.  There  are  several 
hundred  additional  feeble-minded  children  who  have  been  com- 
mitted to,  but  cannot  be  received  at,  the  Mansfield  School  untiL 
further  room  is  provided  for  them.  These  are  now  located  in- 
other  institutions  and  homes  where  they  cannot  adequately  be- 
cared  for.  Increased  accommodations  must  be  provided  if  the- 
State  is  to  provide  for  its  feeble-minded  children.  The  trus- 
tees of  this  institution  estimate  that  $250,000  can  be  econom- 
ically expended  for  this  purpose  during  the  next  two  years. 

PUBLIC   UTILITIES 

The  electric  railway  situation  in  Connecticut  is  such  as  to- 
require  serious  consideration.  Our  whole  industrial  fabric  is 
in  a  measure  dependent  upon  our  electric  railway  systems  and 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  future  welfare  and  develop- 
ment of  our  State  that  their  operation  should  be  efficient  and 
their  facilities  ample.  The  report  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission just  rendered  shows  that  practically  all  the  street  rail- 
way companies  are  operating  at  a  loss,  which  if  continued  long 
enough  must  result  in  dissolution,  loss  of  investment,  and  sus- 
pension of  service.     The  commission  in  its  report  states : 

"  There  are  numerous  contributing  causes  for  present 
street  railway   conditions,   some   inherent,   some   tern- 
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porary,  and  some  apparently  permanent.  Among  the 
principal  may  be  mentioned  general  war  conditions  in- 
volving high  cost  and  difficulty  of  procuring  material 
and  supplies;  high  and  constantly  increasing  cost  of 
labor^  and  difficulty  on  account  of  the  advantages  af- 
forded by  private  and  gpvernmentally  controlled  indus- 
trial enterprises  of  securing  sufficient  and  competent 
help;  the  increasing  burden  of  taxation;  the  municipal 
and  statutory  requirements  of  laying  and  maintaining 
street  pavement;  the  loss  of  patronage  naturally  incident 
to  the  use  of  privately  owned  automobiles ;  and  the  more 
or  less  unrestricted  competition  of  public  service  auto- 
mobiles or  "  jitneys  "  so-called,  operating  at  the  option 
of  the  owner  in  the  most  profitable  sections  of  the  street 
railway  company^s  chartered  territory,  during  favorable 
weather  conditions  and  on  improved  highways." 

The  report  further  states : 

'^  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  commission  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  State  require  and  will  continue  to  require 
electric  street  railway  sei-vice  as  an  essential  transporta- 
tion agency,  but  if  both  of  these  competing  transportation 
agencies  are  to  survive  and  render  proper  service,  some 
protecting  legislation  should  be  enacted  whereby  the 
necessary  burdens  would  be  more  equitably  apportioned 
and  competitive  rights  more  definitely  limited." 

Under  the  street  railway  transportation  system  in  Connect- 
icut, the  indirect  taxation  for  street  pavement  in  certain  local- 
ities creates  a  burden  upon  other  localities  not  thus  favored,  and 
requires  the  companies  to  construct  and  maintain  a  right  of  way 
not   only    for   themselves   but    for    competing   transportation 

agencies  which  are  not  at  present  required  to  contribute  their 
proportionate  share  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  rights  of 
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way.  The  "jitney"  or  public  service  automobile,  carrying 
passengers  for  hire  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  public  utility 
and  as  such  should  as  in  the  case  of  all  other  similar  agencies, 
be  brought  under  the  regulation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 

« 

mission,  and  the  traveling  public  should  be  protected  in  the  mat- 
ter of  accident  or  damage  from  irresponsible  common  carriers 
and  in  the  service  they  render.  This  whole  electric  railway 
situation  is  so  serious  and  it  is  a  matter  involving  to  so  great  an 
extent  the  general  welfare  of  our  people,  that  it  seems  to  me  to 
be  advisable  for  your  honorable  body  to  appoint  forthwith  a 
special  commission  to  take  it  under  consideration  and  to  report 
at  this  session. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  State  is  one  of  the  most  important 
natural  utilities,  supplying  a  public  necessity  for  power  and 
domestic  uses.  Upon  its  future  preservation,  wise  development 
and  careful  utilization,  depends  very  largely  the  future  welfare 
of  our  people.  I  recommend  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission be  directed  to  make  a  survey  of  all  undeveloped  water 
supply  of  the  State  and  to  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly 
their  findings  and  recommendations  concerning  its  control  and 
distribution. 

SHEEP 

By  legislative  order  a  census  of  the  agricultural  and  manu- 
facturing resources  of  the  State  was  taken  for  the  year  ending 
October  1,  1845,  which  showed  that  we  then  had  289,574  sheep 
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in  this  State  and  produced  849,185  pounds  of  wool.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  18,000  sheep  according  to  statements  I 
have  seen  in  the  newspaper ;  less  than  7%  of  the  number  we  had 
more  than  seventy  years  ago.  We  have  a  large  acreage  of  land 
adapted  to  sheep  raising.  According  to  my  observation,  during 
the  last  half  century  the  farmer  who  attempted  to  raise  sheep  has 
sold  the  most  of  his  flock  yearly  to  his  town  by  virtue  of  the 
statute  providing  for  damage  by  dogs.  The  stray  dog  as  dis- 
tinct from  the  properly  trained  and  controlled  variety  appears  to 
be  the  natural  enemy  of  the  sheep,  and  his  principal  function 
is  to  cultivate  hydrophoebia  for  distribution  among  himian 
beings  and  useful  dumb  animals.  Lamb  and  mutton  are  excel- 
lent food  and  wool  is  desirable  for  clothing.  The  mongrel  dog 
contributes  nothing  we  can  wear  and  nothing  we  knowingly  eat. 
I  am  confident  our  people  would  welcome  eflfective  laws  which 
would  permit  successful  sheep  raising  in  this  State. 

FI8H  PROPAGATION 

The  wisdom  of  utilizing  all  of  our  sources  for  increasing  our 
food  supplies  has  been  forcibly  brought  to  our  attention  by 
recent  experience. 

One  of  these  is  the  waters  along  our  coast  extending  more  than 
one  hundred  miles  from  Greenwich  to  Westerly  which  should 
supply  large  quantities  of  shell  fish,  and  our  rivers  discharging 
into  Long  Island  Sound  should  supply  plenty  of  shad  and 
salmon  in  their  season,  and  our  inland  lakes  and  ponds  can  be 
made  to  produce  excellent  food  fish.   . 
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Our  Fish  and  Game  Conmiission  believe  they  can  get  satis- 
factory and  profitable  results  if  given  the  opportunity.  Little 
can  be  accomplished  without  a  sufficient  appropriation,  and  any 
appropriation  is  useless  without  supplementing  it  by  ample  pro- 
tective laws  strictly  enforced.  It  is  useless  to  make  an  appro- 
priation  for  lobster  propagation  and  allow  the  lobsters  to  be 
indiscriminately  trapped  before  reaching  the  stage  of  reproduc- 
tion, or  to  appropriate  for  shad  propagation  and  pass  laws 
which  permit  all  of  them  to  be  caught  before  they  reach  their 
spawning  grounds  in  our  rivers. 

The  commission  claims  that  the  $4,000  yearly  appropriation 
for  fish  propagation  is  insufficient,  and  it  is  small  when  com- 
pared with  $75,000  appropriated  by  Maine,  or  $21,000  by 
New  Hampshire,  or  $175,000  by  Massachusetts,  or  $9,284  ap- 
propriated by  Vermont  which  has  no  seacoast  Whatever  is 
worth  doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well.  Is  it  not  advisable  if 
we  make  any  appropriation  to  make  one  sufficient  to  demonstrate 
whether  our  waters  can  be  made  to  produce  desirable  food  fish 
in  profitable  quantities.  If  it  shall  appear  that  it  cannot  be 
done  we  should  cease  appropriations  for  it  and  content  our- 
selves with  the  roach,  pickerel  and  bull  heads  which  are  in- 
digenous to  our  streams,  lakes  and  ponds. 

STATE  FINANCES 

During  the  two  years  last  past  our  State  has  been  compelled 
to  meet  unusual  expenses.  The  cost  of  maintaining  our  insane 
hospitals  with  some  four  thousand  inmates  has  greatly  increased 
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because  of  the  increased  cost  of  fuel,  food,  clothing  and  labor. 
The  same  is  true  of  our  School  for  Boys,  our  Industrial  School 
for  Girls,  our  Reformatory,  and  all  other  institutions  supported 
by  the  State.  To  this  has  been  added  the  amount  expended 
upon  our  Home  Guard,  the  amount  expended  by  our  Council  of 
Defense,  the  cost  of  the  buildings  for  the  feeble-minded  at 
Mansfield,  the  establishment  of  the  Connecticut  State  Farm  for 
Women,  the  separation  allowances  for  soldiers'  dependents,  and 
other  expenses  which  were  larger  than  in  normal  times,  but  all 
of  our  obligations  have  been  paid  and  our  State  finances  are  in 
a  very  encouraging  condition. 

The  1915  General  Assembly  provided  for  a  sinking  fund  to 
pay  off  our  State  bonds  as  they  matured,  and  that  $500,000 
each  year  be  added  to  it. 

In  my  message  to  the  1917  General  Assembly  I  recommended 
that  three  million  dollars  be  transferred  from  the  civil  list  fund 
to  the  sinking  fund,  which  was  done.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30th,  1915,  the  net  indebtedness  of  the 
State  was  $11,920,002.54.  On  the  30th  day  of  September, 
1918,  we  had  sufficient  amounts  in  our  sinking  fund  and  civil 
list  fund  to  pay  this  indebtedness  and  leave  a  surplus  of 
$642,572.29  which  is  an  improvement  in  the  financial  condition 
of  the  State  in  three  years  of  $12,562,574.83  and  is  the  first 
time  the  State  Treasury  has  shown  a  surplus  since  1907. 

I  recommend  that  $6,000,000.00  be  transferred  from  the 
civil  list  fund  to  the  sinking  fund.  I  think  this  would  be  very 
satisfactory  to  those  who  have  paid  the  taxes  which  made  pos- 
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sible  this  encouraging  financial  showing  and  would  give  assur- 
ance that  the  sinking  fund  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  off  our 
bonds  as  they  mature.  If  this  transfer  is  made  it  will  leavr 
$2,025,076  in  the  civil  list  fund  and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs 
of  the  State  until  added  to  in  the  regular  course  of  business. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  FINANCE 

The  1915  General  Assembly  provided  for  a  State  Board  of 
Finance  consisting  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Comptroller,  and  the 
Tax  Commissioner,  ex  officioj  and  three  electors  to  be  appointed 
by  the  governor.  This  board  has  hearings  upon  all  items  of 
appropriations  asked  for  by  institutions  supported  wholly  or  in 
part  by  the  State,  tabulates  the  items  and  reports  the  same  to 
the  General  Assembly  with  their  recommendations.  It  was  the 
adoption  for  the  business  of  the  State  of  the  same  intelligent 
methods  which  are  adopted  by  successfully  conducted  private 
business  enterprises,  and  results  in  intelligent  and  economical 
action  on  financial  appropriations  by  the  General  Assembly. 
This  board  devotee  a  considerable  time  between  the  sessions  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  thus  accumulates  information  as  to 
the  institutions  needing  State  aid. 

The  three  electors  on  this  board  each  receives  $500  for  his 
services,  which  is  a  very  small  compCTisation  for  the  time  they 
devote  to  the  duties  of  the  board. 

The  (Jeneral  Assemblies  of  1915  and  1917  made  commend- 
able records  for  efficiency  and  economy,  and  I  trust  that  you 
will  make  a  record  as  good  or  better.     The  obvious  way  to  ex- 
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pedite   business   is   to   dispose   of   it   as   it   is   presented   as 
promptly  as  is  consistent  with  its  due  consideration. 

If  I  had  more  time  to  prepare  this  message  I  might  have 
included  some  other  matters,  but  I  will  do  so  later  if  it  seems  to 
me  to  be  necessary.

Any  person  who  shall  have  entered  the  mili- 
tary  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  nations  as- 
sociated with  the  United  States  in  the  war  against  the  central 
powers,  or  the  service  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the 
Jewish  Welfare  Board  or  the  Salvation  Army,  which  service 
shall  have  been  rendered  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the 
soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  United  States,  may  be 
exempted  from  examination  for  a  motor  vehicle  operator's 
license,  or  from  payment  of  the  fee  for  same,  when  it  shall 
appear  to  the  commissioner  that  such  person  had  been  granted 
a  license  during  the  year  of,  or  the  year  preceding,  his  entry 
into  such  service  and  such  person  shall  have  failed  to  renew  his 
operator's  license  by  reason  thereof. 
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Section  2.  Said  commissioner  may  refund  to  any  such  per- 
son any  fee  collected  for  any  examination  required  under  the 
law. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

COMMUNICATION  FKOM  THE  GOVERNOR 

'he  Executive  Secretary  appeared  in  the  Hall  of  the  House

Executive  Chambera, 

Hartford,  March  7th.  1919. 
the  Honorable  General  Assembly: 

n  transmitting  herewith  the  report  of  the  State  Council  of 
'enae,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  making  im- 
liate  provision  to  continue  for  some  time  to  come  the  em- 
^'ment  service  that  has  been  operated  jointly  by  the  United 
tes  Government  and  the  State  of  Connecticut  through  the 
te  Council  of  Defense.  The  United  States  Employment 
vice  in  Connecticut  has  fourteen  offices  in  the  leading  indus- 
1  centers  with  a  corps  of  well  trained  examiners,  both  men 
women,  who  have  done  admittedly  good  work  during  the 
■  period  and  thus  far  during  the  post  war  period  when  the 
blem  before  them  was  reversed.  It  would  be  unwise  to 
se  tlie  cessation  of  this  State  work  and  the  closing  of  the 
rteen  offices  during  the  present  critical  labor  situation. 
Eh  a  registered  known  total  of  approximately  twenty-four 
Lisand  people  out  of  employment  and  a  possibly  larger  num- 
because  the  total  has  not  been  roistered:  and  with  an  in- 
tsingly  large  number  of  soldiers  and  sailors  soon  to  return 
looking  for  work,  it  is  in  my  view  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
ntain,  partly  in  co-operation  with  the  Federal  Government,

these  agencies  to  which  the  man  or  woman  out  of  work  and  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  may  go  and  keep  in  daily  touch  with  de- 
veloping opportunities  for  employment.  What  will  take  the 
place  of  these  agencies  if  they  must  be  closed  for  lack  of  funds  ? 
Where  shall  the  man  or  woman  out  of  employment  and 
honestly  seeking  it,  find  it,  except,  of  course,  through  the  daily 
press,  advertisements,  and  by  the  tiresome  process  of  visiting 
one  factory  after  another?  None  of  us  desire  to  close  the 
Employment  Service  ofiices,  leaving  the  saloons  with  their  open 
invitation  to  men  to  congregate  and  under  bad  influences  to 
discuss  more  or  less  actual  grievances.  At  the  Employment 
Service  offices  they  meet  friendly  and  sympathetic  treatment 
on  the  part  of  men  who  have  been  and  are  sterling  represent- 
atives of  the  Americanization  program. 

I  have  been  impressed  with  the  value  of  the  so-called  daily 
clearance  report,  which  the  fourteen  offices  maintain.  These 
give  a  daily  picture  of  labor  opportunities  all  over  the  State 
and  permit  every  local  superintendent  to  direct  men  to  work 
outside  their  own  localities.  This  service  has  done,  and  is 
doing,  a  very  practical  benefit  in  that  it  enables  a  man  without 
traveling  from  town  to  town  in  search  of  work  to  learn  the 
exact  facts  about  every  city  in  the  State. 

The  clearance  reports  between  the  forty-eight  States  give 
the  Federal  director  for  Connecticut  a  similar  bird's-eye  view 
of  the  labor  market  all  over  the  country.  In  many  instances  it 
has  enabled  considerable  numbers  of  men  to  be  transported 
frojn  one  State  to  another  to  the  benefit  of  both  states  and  to 
the  direct  and  personal  benefit  of  the  men  concerned. 

The  leases  of  the  offices  for  the  fourteen  Employment  Service 
exchanges  now  in  existence  expire  on  April  1st.  It  is  necessary 
at  once  to  know  what  shall  be  the  future  of  this  service  in  order 
to  maintain  the  headquarters  now  used.  Not  to  maintain 
them,  even  if  they  be  subsequently  re-established,  means  de- 
moralization of  the  service.  It  is  also  a  practical  matter  to 
make  an  early  decision  so  that  the  Federal  director  may  be 
able  to  give  fair  assurance  to  the  men  and  women  in  the  service 
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as  to  the  probable  future  of  their  work.  The  recent  con- 
ference in  Washington  on  the  unemployment  situation  showed 
a  strikingly  strong  demand  from  all  sections  of  the  country  that 
in  this  critical  situation  existing  labor  exchanges  known  as  the 
United  States  Employment  Service  should  be  maintained. 

I  recommend  that  immediate  attention  be  given  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  this  matter.

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  convention  the  Speaker  pro  tem- 
pore resumed  the  Chair  and  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  read  by  the  Clerk: 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  this  General  Assembly  make  it  my  duty  to  report  to  you  the 
proceedings  of  the  Joint  Convention. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  House,  the  Senate  met  the  House 
in  Joint  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  com- 
munication which  the  Governor  or  Major  General  Clarence  R. 
Edwards  might  choose  to  make. 

His  Honor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  presided  over  the 
Joint  Convention.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  were  the  Secretaries  of  the  Joint  Convention.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  the  Reverend  Charles  H.  Puffer  of  Stafford, 
Chaplain  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District  offered  a  resolution  rais- 
ing a  committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  Two  Repre- 
sentatives, to  inform  the  Governor  and  Major  General  Clarence 
R.  Edwards  that  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
were  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  any  communi- 
cations which  they  might  choose  to  make.  The  resolution  was 
adopted  and  Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District,  Mr.  Huxford 
of  Stamford  and  Mr.  Healey  of  Waterbury,  were  appointed  as 
such  committee.    The  committee  soon  reported  that  it  had  dis- 
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charged  the  duties  assigned  to  it  and  had  been  informed  that 
the  Governor  and  Major  General  Clarence  E.  Edwards  would 
soon  come  into  the  convention.  The  Governor  and  Major  Gen- 
eral Clarence  R.  Edwards  thereupon  appeared  in  the  Hall  of 
the  House  and  Major  General  Edwards  addressed  the  Joint 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Klett  of  the  Sixth  District,  it  was 
voted  that  the  convention  be  dissolved. 

The  President  thereupon  dissolved  the  Convention  and  the 
Senate  withdrew.

The  county  com- 
missioners shall  each  receive  salaries  and  legal  mileage  in  full 
compensation  for  services  of  every  nature,  and  all  fees  received 
by  them  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurers  of  the  several  counties. 
The  salaries  shall  be  as  follows :  For  Hartford  County,  eighteen 
hundred  dollars;  for  New  Haven  County,  three  thousand  dol- 
lars; for  Fairfield  County,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  for 
Litchfield  County,  six  hundred  dollars ;  for  Middlesex  County, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  for  New  London  County,  one 
thousand  dollars;  for  Tolland  County,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars ;  for  Windham  County  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Windham,  the  report  was  tabled 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

The  following  is  the  report : 

Recommendations  of  the  Joint  Special  Committee  created  by 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  99 : 
Said  committee  has  conferred  with  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  regarding  matters  referred  to  in  House  Joint  Resolution 
No.  99  and  find  that  the  federal  government  is  no  longer  in 
co-operation  with  said  council  of  defense  in  the  matter  of  em- 
ployment services ;  that  we  believe  the  Americanization  Depart- 
ment can  be  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
education;  that  the  child  welfare  department  should  be  con- 
tinued under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health.  By  amend- 
ment to  the  general  statutes  the  scope  of  the  work  of  the  board 
of  education,  the  board  of  health  and  the  duties  of  the  labor 
commissioner  should  be  extended  and  enlarged  without  creating 
much  additional  expense  and  will  cover  these  phases  of  the  word 
of  the  council  of  defense  and  will  not  necessitate  the  continu- 
ance of  that  body.  We  recommend  that  such  additional 
legislation  be  enacted  at  this  session  of  the  general  assembly 
and  that  all  laws  making  appropriations  for  the  work  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense  be  repealed. 
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House  Petition  No.  35.  (See  House  Journal,  January  29th.) 
The  report  of  the  committee  on  Boads,  Bridges  and  Rivers,  on 
the  petition  of  R.  C.  Mitchell  for  Building  of  Trunk  Line 
Road,  recommending  that  the  prayer  thereof  be  granted,  and 
submitting  a  bill  (House  Bill  No.  692),  "An  Act  providing 
for  the  Discontinuance  of  Highways  in  the  Towns  of  Oxford 
and  Southbury,"  was  received.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  on  the  petition 
of  Bascomb  Johnson  to  regulate  Sale  of  Liquor  to  Men  in  Uni- 
form, recommending  that  the  petitioner  be  granted  leave  to 
withdraw,  was  taken  from  the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  King 
of  Windham. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  King  of  Windham  the  proposed  act  ac- 
companying the  petition  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

The  proposed  act  is  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 
Section  1.     Any  person  who  shall  sell,  barter,  give  away, 
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serve  or  knowingly  deliver  any  alcoholic  liquor,  including  beer, 
ale,  and  wine,  to  any  person  in  the  uniform  of  the  military  or 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  or  of  any 
distinctive  part  thereof,  except  to  medical  officers  for  medicinal 
purposes  or  when  administered  by  or  under  the  direction  of  a 
licensed  physician  or  medical  officer,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  twelve  months  or  both. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

shall  so  certify  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  thereupon  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable.

The  word  "soldier"  as  used  in  sections  784  to  790,  both 
inclusive,  of  the  general  statutes  shall  include  soldiers,  sailors 
or  marines  or  military  or  naval  ofiScers. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

to  The  Locomobile  Company  of  America  eight  hundred  nine- 
teen and  four  tenths  feet  southerly  from  the  north  line  of 
Henry  Street  produced  easterly  measured  at  right  angles  to 
said  north  line  of  Henry  Street  produced  easterly,  which  point 
in  said  north  line  of  Henry  Street  produced  easterly  is  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one  tenth  feet  east- 
erly from  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Main  Street  with 
the  north  line  of  Henry  Street,  thence  running  south  sixteen 
degrees  forty-three  minutes  sixteen  seconds  east  twenty-five  feet, 
thence  running  south  seventy-three  degrees  sixteen  minutes 
forty-four  seconds  west  thirty-five  feet,  thence  running  north 
sixteen  degrees  forty-three  minutes  sixteen  seconds  west  twenty- 
five  feet  and  thence  running  north  seventy-three  degrees  sixteen 
minutes  forty-four  seconds  east  thirty-five  feet  to  the  point  of 
beginning;  all  of  said  bearings  refer  to  the  true  meridian.

The  common  council  of  any  city,  the  selectmen  of 
any  town,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses. of  any  borough,  may 
authorize  any  person  or  corporation  to  provide,  establish,  equip 
or  maintain  public  parks,  playgrounds,  baths,  swimming  pooh, 
gymnasiums,  recreation  places  or  public  gardens  within  such 
city,  town  or  borough,  subject  to  such  conditions,  restrictions 
and  supervision  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  city,  town  or  borough 
as  the  common  council,  selectmen  or  burgesses  may,  by  ordi- 
nance or  otherwise,  provide  for,  and  such  parks,  playgrounds, 
baths,  swimming  pools,  gymnasiums,  recreation  places  or  gar- 
dens so  provided  and  maintained  shall,  so  long  as  the  same 
are  maintained  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  such  condi- 
tions and  restrictions  and  subject  to  such  supervision  as  may 
be  imposed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  deemed  in  all  respects 
to  be  provided  and  conducted  by  such  city,  town  or  borough. 

"  Sec.  8.  The  authority  to  establish  and  maintain  the  afore- 
said activities  may  be  vested  in  a  school  board,  park  board  or 
other  existing  public  body  or  in  a  recreation  commission.  Such 
recreation  conunission,  if  established,  shall  consist  of  five  or

Such  recreation  commia- 
sion  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rules  of  procedure  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  business.

The  county  commissioners  shall  each 
receive  salaries  and  legal  mileage  in  full  compensation  for 
services  of  every  nature,  and  all  fees  received  by  them  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  several  counties.

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State  of  Connecticut, 

Executive  Chambers, 

Hartford,  April  29,  1919. 
To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly: 

Chapter  146  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1919,  entitled  "An  Act 
concerning  Moving  Pictures  on  Sunday,"  is  presented  for  my 
approval.  Two  years  ago  an  act  was  submitted  for  my  approval 
which,  if  it  had  become  a  law,  would  have  practically  removed 
all  legal  distinction  between  the  Sabbath  and  the  secular  days 
of  the  week.  This  act  attempts  to  accomplish  it  on  the  install- 
ment plan.  If  newspaper  statements  are  correct,  and  I  have 
seen  no  denial  of  them,  this  attempt  is  aided  by  a  fund  created 
by  an  assessment  upon  the  proprietors  of  moving  pictures  of 
thirty-five  cents  per  sitting  in  such  theatres,  to  be  used  for 
employing  legislative  advocates.  If  successful,  it  would  be  an 
economical  expenditure,  as  a  full  attendance  for  four  Sunday 
evenings  would  repay  the  assessments,  leaving  forty-eight  Sun- 
days for  profit. 

Moving  picture  shows  can  be  attended  by  those  who  enjoy 
them  on  the  evenings  of  the  six  secular  days  of  the  week  and 
at  matinees.  Their  commercial  exhibition  on  the  Sabbath  can- 
not be  classed  as  acts  of  necessity  or  mercy.  It  is  a  purely 
business  project  to  increase  the  profits  of  the  proprietors  of 
moving  picture  theatres. 

The  local  option  provision  does  not  remove  or  lessen  the 
objections  to  it.  Local  option  is  not  relevant  to  any  one  of 
the  ten  commandments.  I  am  opposed  to  commercializing  the 
Sabbath  and  hope  the  majority  of  the  people  of  the  state  are. 

I  respectfully  return,  without  my  approval,  this  proposed 
act  for  your  further  consideration.

Section  1.  Male  persons  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
twenty-five  years  who  are  convicted  of  offenses  for  which  they 
may  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  a  shorter  period  than 
life,  either  in  the  state  prison  or  in  a  jail,  may  be  committed 
to  the  reformatory  if  they  seem  to  the  trial  court  to  be  ame- 
nable to  reformatory  methods.  The  judges  imposing  a  reforma- 
tory sentence  shall  not  fix  the  term  unless  it  exceeds  five  years, 
but  shall  impose  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  in  the  reformatory. 

Sec.  2.  Any  offender  who  is  sentenced  to  the  reformatory 
by  a  superior  court  for  any  offense  punishable  by  imprisonment 
in  the  state  prison  may  be  detained  in  the  reformatory  not  more 
than  five  years,  unless  he  is  sentenced  for  a  longer  term,  in 
which  case  he  may  be  held  for  such  longer  term. 

Sec.  3.  Any  offender  sentenced  to  the  reformatory  for  an 
offense  for  which  the  maximum  punishment  is  a  sentence  to  a 
jail,  with  or  without  a  fine,  may  be  detained  in  the  reformatory 
not  more  than  two  years.

Sec.  4.  Any  town,  city,  borough,  police,  district,  or  common 
pleas  court  may  sentence  offenders  to  the  reformatory.  Any 
offenders  so  sentenced  may  be  detained  in  the  reformatory  not 
more  than  two  years.  The  limit  of  jurisdiction  of  the  courts 
named  in  this  section  shall  be  for  offenses,  the  punishment  for 
which  shall  be  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  not  more  than  five  years, 
or  both.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  by  the  accused  forty-eight 
hours  from  the  time  of  sentence,  from  a  judgment  so  imposed  by 
a  town,  city,  borough  or  police  court,  as  is  provided  by  law 
in  other  criminal  cases. 

Sec.  6.  Inmates  of  the  Connecticut  School  for  Boys,  reform- 
atory and  whom  the  directors  of  the  reformatory  are  willing 
to  receive,  may  be  so  transferred.  Offenders  of  this  class  may 
be  detained  at  the  reformatory  for  the  same  period  for  which, 
except  for  their  transference  to  said  reformatory,  they  could 
have  been  held  at  said  school  for  boys. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  person  is  sentenced  to  the  reformatory  for 
an  offense  for  which  a  fine  is  provided  by  law  as  a  supple- 
mentary penalty,  the  trial  court  shall  impose  no  such  supple- 
mentary penalty. 

Sec.  7.  "No  justices  of  the  peace  shall  conunit  any  offender 
to  the  State  Reformatory. 

Sec.  8.  Section  1838  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1918  and 
chapter  80  of  the  public  acts  of  1919  are  repealed. 

Sec.  9.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

the  general  statutes,  that  they  will  be  entitled  to  be  made  elec- 
tors before  the  day  of  such  meeting.  Such  lists  shall  be  pre- 
pared in  the  manner  provided  in  the  preceding  sections  of 
chapter  34  of  the  general  statutes,  and  no  person  shall  be 
registered  on  the  list  "  to  be  made  "  unless  a  written  applica- 
tion is  made  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  545  of  the 
general  statutes.  A  copy  of  their  said  list  •  certified  by  them 
to  be  correct  shall  by  the  registrars  of  Hartford  be  put  upon 
the  public  signpost  of  said  town,  and  a  like  copy  filed  with  the 
town  clerk  of  said  town,  and  a  copy  of  their  said  list  certified 
by  them  to  be  correct  shall  by  said  registrars  of  Bridgeport 
be  put  upon  the  public  signpost  of  Bridgeport,  and  a  like  copy 
shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  of  Bridgeport  Such  regis- 
trars shall,  before  filing  said  lists,  add  thereto  the  names  of 
those  persons  who  have  formerly  been  admitted  or  registered 
as  electors  in  their  towns,  and  who  have  resided  in  this  state 
the  one  year  and  in  such  town  the  six  months  next  preceding 
such  annual  town  meeting,  and  in  the  year  1920  and  biennially 
thereafter,  the  registrars  of  the  town  of  New  Britain  shall, 
five  days  prior  to  the  first  Monday  of  October,  remove  from 
said  list  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  died,  removed  from 
the  town  or  been  disfranchised  since  said  list  was  prepared, 
and  shall  correct  the'  addresses  of  those  persons  who,  since  said 
list  was  prepared,  have  moved  from  one  voting  district  into 
another,  and  shall  add  thereto  the  names  of  those  persons  who 
have  formerly  been  admitted  or  registered  as  electors  in  said 
town  of  New  Britain. 

Sec.  2.     Section  557  of  the  general  statutes  is  repealed. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

The  petitioners  were  then  granted  leave  to  withdraw,  and 
the  report  of  the  committee  accepted.

The  governor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  ap- 
point, within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  com- 
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mission  consisting  of  the  state  comptroller,  the  commissioner 
of  health,  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  and  three 
^ther  persons.  Said  commission  shall  be  known  as  the  Con- 
necticut Infirmary  Commission.  The  governor  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  said  commission. 

Sec.  2.  Said  conmiission  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  if  necessary, 
and  shall  organize  under  said  name. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commission  shall  investigate  the  need  for  the 
establishment  of  an  infirmary  under  state  control  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  following  classes  of  persons :  Diseased,  de- 
formed and  incurable  persons  for  whom  no  treatment  is  avail- 
able in  existing  institutions;  indigent  and  aged  persons;  the' 
poor  from  such  towns  of  the  state  as  have  no  almshouse  or  are 
insufficiently  equipped  to  care  for  them  properly;  and  state 
paupers  as  described  in  sections  1642  and  1643  of  the  general 
statutes. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commission  shall  make  report  of  its  findings, 
together  with  such  recommendations  as  it  shall  deem  advisable, 
to  the  genral  assembly  on  or  before  February  1,  1921. 

Sec.  5.  Said  commission  shall  serve  without  compensation 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  its  duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  the  state  treasurer  on  order  of  the  comptroller. 

Sec.  6.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  the  bill  was  read  the  third 
time,  and  explained  by  Mr.  Fuller  of  Somers,  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  the  House. 

The  bill  was  then  passed,  and  the  report  of  the  committee 
accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  following  is  the  bill: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 
Section  1.  The  borough  of  Greenwich  is  authorized  to  issue 
at  par  its  bonds  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  building  roads.  Such 
bonds  shall  be  coupon  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  one  thoa-* 
sand  dollars  each  and  payable  to  bearer,  or  in  case  of  registra- 
tion, to  the  registered  holder  thereof.  Such  bonds  shall  be 
serial,  and  the  times  of  the  maturities  shall  be  such  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough.  They  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per 
centum,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  both  principal 
and  interest  payable  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  gold  coin  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  present  standard  of  weight  and  fineness,  or 
its  equivalent  in  value.     Such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
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warden  and  treasurer  of  said  borough,  and  the  coupons  shall 
bear  a  facsimile  of  the  signature  of  the  treasurer  of  said 
borough. 

Sec.  2.  The  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough  are 
appointed  to  aramge  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds^ 
and  to  do  such  other  acts  in  connection  therewith  as  are  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  avails  of  such 
bonds  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  borough  of  Greenwich 
and  be  withdrawn  by  check  by  the  treasurer  of  said  borougL 
Such  checks  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  warden  of  said 
borough  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  valid  outstanding 
floating  indebtedness  of  said  borough  and  the  expenses  incident 
to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds,  but  the  purchasers  of  such 
bonds  shall  not  be  held  to  safeguard  the  application  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  have 
supervision  of  all  work  in  connection  with  building  of  said 
roads.  If  any  change  in  grade  is  made,  the  damages,  if  any,  to 
adjoining  property  owners  caused  thereby  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  said  bond  issue. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  of  the  borough  shall  annually  place 
in  a  separate  account  to  the  credit  of  the  borough  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  maturing  each  year 
and  the  interest  on  all  outstanding  bonds. 

Sec.  5.  Such  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  be  obligatory  upon 
said  borough  and  upon  all  the  inhabitants  and  property  thereof, 
according  to  the  tenor  and  purport  thereof,  and  said  borough 
shall  raise  annually  by  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  such  sum 
or  sums  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
and  principal  upon  such  bonds  as  the  same  respectively  become 
payable.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

Section  31Y9  of  the  general  statutes  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows :  "  No  animal  shall  be  snared,  and  no  snare  or  similar 
device  for  taking  animals  shall  be  set,  placed  or  used  where 
such  animals  can  be  taken.  Any  such  snare  or  similar  device 
may  be  destroyed  by  any  person.  Any  person  violating  anj 
provision  of  said  section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenlv- 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  more  than 
thirty  days  or  both.  Said  fine,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid 
one-half  to  the  person  who  furnished  the  necessary  information 
which  led  to  the  conviction  and  the  other  half  to  the  town. 

Senate  Bill  No.  623.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  Fish 
and  Game,  on  a  bill  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  the  Sale  ot 
Trout  from  State  Fish  Hatcheries,"  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill,  was  received  from  the  Senate,  the  bill  having 
been  passed,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  accepted. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  the  bill  was  read  the  third 
time,  and  explained  by  Mr.  Bailey  of  Danbury,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House.

Section  3187  of  the  general  statutes  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows :  No  fish  shall  be  furnished  by  the  state  for 
stocking  any  stream,  river,  pond  or  lake  from  which  the  taking 
of  fish  is  prohibited  by  the  owner  or  lessee,  provided,  if  the 
state  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  superintendent  of  the  board  of 
fisheries  and  game,  have  on  hand  at  any  time  more  fish  than 
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are  required  in  any  one  season  for  stocking  streams,  rivers, 
ponds  or  lakes  in  this  state  from  which  the  taking  of  fish  is  not 
so  prohibited,  then  said  superintendent  may  sell  such  surplus 
fish  (at  their  cost  as  estimated  by  said  superintendent)  to  any 
person  in  this  state  for  stocking  any  stream,  river,  pond  or 
lake  in  this  state.  The  proceeds  of  such  sales  shall  be  paid 
into  the  state  treasury  to  be  used  by  the  state  board  of  fisheries 
and  game  in  its  work  of  propagation  and  distribution  of  fish. 

Senate  Bill  Xo.  624.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  Hu- 
mane Institutions,  on  a  bill  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  the 
Administration  of  the  Law  concerning  State  Paupers  and  In- 
digent Persons,"  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill,  was  re- 
<;eived  from  the  Senate,  the  bill  having  been  passed,  and  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  accepted. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  the  bill  was  read  the  third 
time,  and  explained  by  Mr.  Talcott  of  Vernon. 

The  bill  was  then  passed,  and  the  report  of  the  committee 
accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  following  is  the  bUl: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 
Section  1.  The  treasurer  is  directed  to  appoint  an  agent  to 
administer  the  law  concerning  state  paupers.  The  duties  im- 
posed upon  the  comptroller  concerning  such  paupers  prior  to 
the  time  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be  administered  by  said  agent. 
He  shall  collect  from  relatives  any  money  due  to  the  state  for 
the  support  of  those  who  are  poor  and  unable  to  support  them- 
selves as  provided  in  section  1650  of  the  general  statutes  and  for 
the  support  by  the  state  of  persons  confined  in  any  institution 
maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state  as  authorized  by 
the  general  statutes.  He  shall  account  during  the  first  weeks 
of  September,  January,  March  and  June  to  the  treasurer  for 
all  moneys  so  received  by  him.  All  papers,  documents  and  rec- 
ords in  the  custody  of  the  office  of  the  comptroller  shall  be  de- 
livered to  said  agent  upon  demand  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
date  when  this  act  shall  take  effect. 
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Sec.  2.  All  moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  or  care  of 
state  paupers  and  for  the  care  and  support  of  all  insane  or  in- 
digent persons  supported  by  the  state  in  any  institution  main- 
tained wholly  or  in  part  by  the  state  and  available  for  the  use 
of  the  comptroller  for  such  purpose  shall  be  subject  to  the  order 
of  said  agent. 

Sec.  3.  The  expenses  incurred  in  the  administration  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  on  vouchers  of  said  agent 
Said  agent  may  employ  such  clerical  or  other  assistance  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the.  provisions  of  this  act,  but  their 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  treasurer.  Said  agent  shall 
serve  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the  date  when  this  act 
takes  effect  and  shall  receive  annually  two  thousand  dollars  for 
all  services  rendered  by  authority  hereof,  and  the  traveling  ex- 
penses of  such  agent  or  his  employees  while  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  state.

Section  1.  Section  one  of  an  act  amending  the  charter  of  the 
city  of  Waterbury  concerning  elections,  approved  August  30, 
1911,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  April  22,  1913,  as 
amended  by  an  act  approved  May  16,  1917,  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows:  On  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  October, 
1919,  and  biennially  thereafter  the  legal  voters  of  said  city 
shall  elect  by  ballot  from  among  their  number  a  mayor,  city 
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clerk,  treasurer,  comptroller,  city  sheriff,  collector  of  taxes  and 
two  agents  of  the  Bronson  Library  Fund,  but  no  elector  shall 
vote  for  more  than  one  of  said  agents.  At  said  election  of  Oc- 
tober, 1919,  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  shall  also  elect  from 
among  their  number  five  aldermen,  who  shall  hold  office  for 
iour  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1920,  but  no 
elector  shall  vote  for  more  than  three  of  such  aldermen,  and 
they  shall  further  elect  five  aldermen  to  serve  for  a  term  of 
six  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1920,  but  no  elec- 
tor shall  vote  for  more  than  three  of  such  aldermen.  At  the 
city  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  October,  1921,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  legal  voters  of 
the  city  shall  elect  from  their  number  five  aldermen  to  serve 
for  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  following 
their  election  and  no  person  shall  vote  for  more  than  three  of 
said  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  the  charter  of  said  city  in 
relation  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  city  officers  shall  apply  to 
members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  said  members  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
If,  by  an  equal  number  of  votes,  any  particular  officer  be  not 
elected,  then  the  persons  receiving  such  equal  number  of  votes 
shall,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  draw  lots  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board  of  aldermen  at  its  next  meeting  and 
the  one  upon  whom  the  lot  shall  fall  shall  be  deemed  to  be  and 
declared  to  be  elected,  and  a  record  shall  be  made  of  such  draw- 
ing and  the  result  thereof  placed  upon  the  records  of  said  city. 
There  shall  be  elected  a  board  of  relief  in  said  city  consisting 
of  three  members  but  no  voter  shall  vote  for  more  than  two 
members  of  said  board  of  relief.  Said  members  of  said  board 
of  relief  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  and  after  the  date 
of  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  in  their  stead.  Each  member  of  said  board  of  relief 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year. 
Said  board  of  relief  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
which  the  board  of  relief  of  the  town  of  Waterbury  would  have 
had  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.  This  act  shall  not  affect 
the  present  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city  who 
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shall  serve  to  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  elected,  but  after 
the  passage  of  this  act^  no  aldermen  shall  be  elected  from  the 
several  wards  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  health  of  the  city  may  contract  for 
the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  garbage,  ashes  and  all 
other  refuse  in  said  city  for  such  period  of  time,  not  exceeding 
ten  years,  as  the  board  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  city  and  the  city  shall  be  bound  by  said  contract  for  the 
entire  period  and  shall  make  the  necessary  appropriation  there- 
for each  year,  provided  no  such  contract  shall  be  let  except  to 
the  lowest  bidder  upon  specifications  advertised  in  a  news- 
paper circulating  in  said  city  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
opening  of  bids. 

Sec.  3.  All  taxes  levied  on  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  of 
Waterbury  shall  become  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  install- 
ments, the  first  on  May  first  and  the  second  on  November  first 
of  each  year.  All  notices  required  by  law  as  to  the  collection  of 
taxes  shall,  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  the  installment  of  taxes 
due  November  first,  be  given  with  and  at  time  of  the  notice 
of  the  installment  due  may  first.  The  lien  of  said  taxes  shall 
be  continued  by  the  tax  collector  by  filing  one  certificate  for 
the  amount  of  either  or  both  installments^  if  unpaid,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law,  within  one  year  after  the  first  in- 
stallment of  said  tax  becomes  due  and  payable.  After  January 
1,  1920,  all  persons  paying  the  second  installment  of  taxes  be- 
fore November  first, -shall  receive  a  rebate  for  the  time  said  pay- 
ment was  made  in  advance  of  November  first  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  centum  per  annum,  provided  the  first  installment  of 
their  taxes  shall  be  fully  paid. 

Sec.  4.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  city  of 
Waterbury,  and  the  Watertown  Fire  District,  which  was  in- 
corporated by  an  act  approved  May  22,  1913,  shall  have  power 
to  enter  into  contracts  for  supplying  said  fire  district,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  with  water  from  the  reservoirs  and  pipe 
lines  of  said  city,  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  for  such 
periods  of  time  as  said  city  of  Waterbury  and  the  Watertown 
Pire  District  may  agree  upon. 
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Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage  except  as 
herein  it  is  otherwise  expressly  provided.

"  Sec  5.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  school  visitors  or  the 
town  school  committee  of  each  town  entitled  to  payments  under 
the  provisions  of  section  two  of  this  act  and  sections  1057  and 
1058  of  the  General  Statutes  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the 
fourteenth  day  of  July,  certify,  under  oath,  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  said  State  Board, 
the  average  attendance  in  each  school  in  such  town,  and  shall 
also  certify  that  the  schools  in  such  town  have  been  kept  open 
for  the  period  required  by  law  during  each  year  ending  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  July  by  teachers  not  disapproved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  that  the  school  buildings  are  in  good 
repair  and  that  the  amount  of  payments  provided  for  under  the 
provisions  of  said  sections  have  been  expended  for  teachers' 
salaries  only.

Schedule  "A" 

Strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert^  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following,  viz. : 

"  Section  1.  The  State  Treasurer  is  directed  to  purchase 
bonds  or  notes  issued  by  the  government  of  the  United  States 
to  finance  the  war  against  Germany  and  the  central  powers,  to 
the  aggregate  amount  of  not  more  than  Two  and  One-Half  Mil- 
lion Dollars  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  to  place  the  same  in  the  custody  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Control,  which  board  is  constituted  a 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  fund  so  created.  Said  board  shall 
administer  said  fund  as  required  by  the  provisions  hereof  and 
shall  reinvest  the  same  from  time  to  time  in  such  securities  as 
may  be  legal  investments  for  trust  funds.  The  interest  accumu- 
lations of  the  fund  so  held  in  trust,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall 
be  found  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  hereinafter 
stated,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  an  organization  of 
soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  entered  anv  branch  of  said 
service  of  the  United  States  during  the  period  of  said  war  and 
who  were  accredited  to  the  quota  of  this  state  and  who  were 
citizens  or  resident  aliens  of  this  state  on  the  sixth  dav  of 
April,  1917,  and  since  said  date  have  been  engaged  in  any  of 
said  branches  of  service,  and  were  honorably  discharged  there- 
from, or  were  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 
Allies  of  the  United  States  in  said  war  and  have  been  honor- 
ably discharged  therefrom,  which  organizations,  when  oi^n- 
ized  and  perfected  to  the  approval  of  said  board  of  control,  shall 
disburse  the  same  provided  not  more  than  one  such  organization 
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shall  be  approved  by  said  board,  and  provided  such  organization 
shall  be  so  completed  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  Said  payments  of  interest  shall  be  made  at 
such  definite  and  stated  periods  as  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
convenience  of  such  organization  and  said  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  each  payment  shall  be  made  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer  of 
such  organization  duly  approved  by  at  least  two  executive 
oiBcers  thereof  or  of  a  special  conmiittee  of  such  organization 
thereunto  specially  authorized.  No  part  of  the  interest  accumu- 
lation of  said  fund  shall  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  or  maintaining  such  organization  or  association  so 
approved. 

"  Sec.  2.  All  moneys  so  paid  to  and  received  by  such  organiza- 
tion shall  be  expended  by  it  in  furnishing  food,  wearing  apparel, 
medical  or  surgical  aid,  care  or  relief,  or  in  bearing  the  funeral 
expenses  of  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  who  are  eligible  to  mem- 
bership in  such  association  or  organization  as  stated  in  section 
one  of  this  act,  or  to  their  widows  or  dependent  children  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  who  may  be  in  need  of  the  same,  provided  all 
such  payments  shall  be  made  by  such  organization  under  au- 
thority of  by-laws  to  be  adopted  by  it,  a  copy  of  which  by-laws 
shall  be  placed  on  file  with  said  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
treasurer  of  such  organization  shall  account  to  said  Board 
of  Trustees  during  the  months  of  January,  March,  June  and 
September  for  all  moneys  disbursed  by  it  during  the  three 
months  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  either  of  said  months  and 
such  account  shall  show  the  amount  of  and  the  name  and 
address  of  each  person  to  whom  such  aid  shall  be  furnished. 
Upon  the  completion  of  said  trust,  the  principal  fund  so  held  by 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  revert  to  the  Treasury  of  the  State. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  organization  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control 
as  herein  authorized  may  receive  or  hold  in  trust  gifts,  testa- 
mentary or  otherwise,  may  purchase  or  receive  gifts  of  such  real 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  or  advantageous  for  the  conduct  of 
its  business,  and  all  property  so  held  or  o\vned  by  it  shall  be  free 
from  taxation  during  the  period  of  time  as  the  same  shall  be 
held  or  used  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  relief  to 
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Buch  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and  their  dependents  as  author- 
ized by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

^^  Sec.  4.  !N'o  person  shall  receive  aid  or  assistance  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  who  is  receiving  aid  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  2  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1919,  being  entitled  an 
^'Act  providing  Aid  for  certain  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines 
and  their  Dependents. 

^^  Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage."

The 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  on  a  bill  entitled 
"An  Act  concerning  Maps  of  Land  to  be  Filed  with  Town 
Clerk,"  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill,  was  received 
from  the  Senate,  that  body  having  voted  to  insist,  and  ask  for 
a  committee  of  Conference. 

The  House  had  previously  rejected  the  bill,  the  report  of  the 
committee  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  King  of  Windham,  the  House  voted  to 
grant  the  request  of  the  Senate. 

Messrs.  Healey  of  Waterbury  and  Kenealy  of  Stamford  were 
appointed  as  such  conmoittee.

You  have  made  the  matter 
so  easy  for  me  that  about  my  only  duty  has  been  to  request  the 
House  to  be  in  order. 

I  wish  to  express  my  high  regard  for  the  clerks  of  this 
House.  Our  relations  have  been  so  friendly  and  congenial  that 
words  cannot  express  my  real  feelings.

The  committee  retired  and  soon  reported  that  the  duty 
assigned  to  it  had  been  discharged,  and  that  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  would  meet  the  joint  convention  immediately. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor,  attended  by  the  Executive 
Secretary,  the  State  Officers  and  a  Sheriff  of  Hartford  County, 
soon  appeared  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives. 

His  Excellency  addressed  the  convention  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  General 
Assembly : 

We  are  met  to  make  final  adjournment  of  the  1919  session. 
It  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  and  the  shortest  of  the  biennial 
sessions.  You  have  had  many  important  measures  to  consider. 
The  aggregate  of  your  appropriations  has  largely  exceeded  the 
usual  aggregate,  but  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  all  supplies  re- 
quired by  the  institutions  supported  by  the  state,  the  higher 
prices  incident  to  war  conditions,  and  the  resumption  of  im- 
provements suspended  during  the  war,  made  increased  appro- 
priations for  such  objects  unavoidable. 

I  shall  not  take  the  time  to  conunent  on  any  of  the  measures 
which  you  have  acted  upon.  The  future  will  determine  the 
wisdom  of  your  action. 

I  thank  you  for  your  courtesy  to  myself,  and  congratulate 
you  upon  the  conclusion  of  your  labors.
